MISSOURI AND KANSAS 


Wearly xn Inch of Rain Near Kansas 
City but Not a Drop in That 
City, Where There Was 
a Death from the 
Heat.

Kansas City, Mo., July 15.—A portion of 
the drought-stricken southwest has been 
relieved by rain during the past twenty- 
four hours. Great good has already re- 
sulted to crops, and, as there are pros- 
pects tonight of a further downfall, it 
is believed trousands upon thousaris of 
Collars will be saved farmers on stock 
anc crops. Nevertheless, much greater 
quantities of rain must come before a 
lasting benefit is done. In the portions of 
central and western Missouri, western 
Kansas and the territories, still untouch- 
ed by rain, conditions remain unchanged, 
the teniperature ranging from 98 to 106, 
the Jatter at Hutchinson, Kas. 

The rains which come at the end of a 
drought of from four to eight weeks’ 
duration «overed southwestern Missouri 
and portions of one-third of Kansas, 
taking in the southeastern corner of the 
Sunflower State from Riley and Dickinson 
counties down to the Oklahoma line. The 
first break came last night, when fairly 
good rains fell in Barton and Green 
counties, Missouri, and on the Oklahoma 
border in Kansas; in Cowley and Chau- 
tauqua counties and along the Umwon 
Pacific road in Riley county. These rains, 
while good, were not sufficient to place 
the burned crops out of danger. This 
morning a heavy rain fell in the vicinity 
of Joplin, Mo., and, traveling west, cov- 
ered portions of Montgomery, Butler and 
Sedgwick counties, Kansas. Around Jop- 
lin there was a heavy fall for ten minutes. 
At 10:30 o'clock’ a soaking rain fell in 
Cherokee county across the line in Kan- 
gas, preceded by hail, benefiting pastures 
and small grains immensely and bringing 
frelief to crushing plants in the zinc 
gaining district. .

énd Wichita Kas. At Coffeyville he 
people held a jubilee on the streets during 
the rain. Two counties west from Kansas 
City, in Jefferson county, Kansas, a full 
inch of rain fell this afternoon, while in 
Kansas City a temperature of 101 pre- 
vailed and bardly a cloud was visible. 

In Kansas City today Mrs. Martha C. 
Mullett, wife of a prominent business 
man, died of heat prostration, and Ex- 
ward B. Shillito, contracting agent for 
the Traders’ Dispatch Fast Freight Line, 
Was overcome and taken to his home ina 
critical condition. 

Near Leavenworth, Kas., on his farm, 
Oliver S. Hitt. a well-known Kansas poli- 
tician, died from the effects of the heat. 


HEAT INTENSE IN KENTUCKY. 


Four Deaths Recorded During the 
Day in the State. 

Louisville, Ky., July 15.—(Special.)— 
This was the hottest day of the year in 
Louisville. The thermometer went five 
degrees higher last Thursday, but to- 
day the humidity was very great, and 
intense suffering all over the state re- 
sulted. At 2 p. m. the government ther- 
mometer registered 98 degrees, the max- 
imum point for the day. E. S. ‘Tuley, 
formerly assistant postmaster of Louis- 
ville and prominent in politics, died of 
the heat. Ed Kelly, a saloon porter, was 
killed by a sunstroke. Stuart Leathers, 
gon of a prominent banker and ex-con- 
federate, while seeking relief from the 
heat, fell out of a window last night 
and received injuries which will result 
fatally. In Ohio county, W. O. Dooley, a 
farmer, was prostrated and died in his 
corn field. 

Some Temperatures. 

Lincoln, Nebr., July 15.—This was the 
hottest day of the summer in Lincoln 
and southeastern Nebraska, the maximum 
temperature being 104.4. No rain fell 
except the slight showers early this 
morning, amounting to sliehtly over a 
tenth of an inch. Heavy rains are re- 
ported in the extreme northwestern part 
of Nebraska and eastern Wyoming. 

La Crosse, Wis., July 15.—The tempera- 
ture here tédday was 100. There was two 
prostrations. 

The crops of western Wisconsin are 
suffering great damage from drought. 

Barbaroo, Wis., July 15.—This was the 
hottest day on record in this section. The 
“thermometers registered 106. Many farm- 
‘ers are selling off their stock for want 
of food. The oat crop is a total fail- 
ure. 

Calumet, Mich., July 15.—The thermom- 
eter registered 110 here today. Two 
‘prostrations were reported, one fatal. 

St. Paul, Minn., July 15.—Today's official 
maximum temperature was % and the 
percentage of humidity was large. There 
were a number of prostrations and two 
deaths as a result of the heat. 

Reports from various points in,the 
northwest also show a number of pros- 
‘trations and deaths. 


Promise of Rain. 

Washington, July 15.--Relief for the 
heat stricken district of the great corn 
belt tomorrow is predicted by the weath- 
er bureau tonight. No general rains ap- 
parently are vet in sight, but thunder 
storms with consequent lower tempera- 
tures are probable in Nebraska, Kansas, 
parts of Texas, Missouri, Iowa, Illinois, 
Arkansas and possibly Indiana.

London, July 15.—‘‘More than 100 per- 
sons, including troops and police, were 
wounded today in an encounter at Lem- 
burg,’’ says the Vienna correspondent of 
The Daily Express, “growing out of an 
attempt by the ‘Spolice to stop street pa- 
rad:s held in demonstration on behalf of 
the unemployed. 

“The mob threw up barricades and de- 
fied the police. The troops were called 
in and charged again and again, using 


strongly guarded by the troopers, but it 
is reported that the mob is preparing for 
another fight. during the night.”’ 


BURNED TO DEATH BY LAVA. 


Hundreds of Lives Lost by Outburst 
of Volcano in Java. 


vices give jetails of a terrible destruction 
of human Hfe which occurred in northern 
Java by a svdden and terrific outburst 
ef the voleano Kloe. Forty miles around 
all the coffee plantatiors and other 
estates were destroyed by showers of 
ashes and stones, together with great 
streams of lava and mud. Hundreds of 
natives and a number of Europeans per- 
ished. 

The lava also corsumed the superinten- 
dent and about twenty-five coolles at the 
mission. Many coffee estates in the 
neighborhood were destroyed. ‘The coun- 
try around was strewn with corpses. 

Fourteen arrests have been made at 
Singapore in connection with the recent 
robbery of the Hong Kong and Shanghal 
bank of notes amounting to nearly three 
hundred thousand dollars. The prisoners 
are bank clerks and money changers, and 
include two women. 

Many protests are being made because 
the Russian authorities at Port Arthur 
ore opening all the letters to and from th? 
American and European residents there. 
Nothing is being permitted to be sent out 
that contains any allusion to Russian 
military affairs or criticism of Russian 
methods.

President McKinley To Send Mess- 
age to Convention. 

San Francisco, July 15.—President Mc- 
Kinley has sent word to Secretary 
Cortelyou that he will be pleased to ex- 
tend his grecting to members of the Ep- 
worth League on the opening .of their 
national convention in this city. He is 
aisd expected to touch a button which 
will sound the first note of ‘‘America’”’ on 
the grand organ in the pavilion Tuesday 
evening. The tune of the national 
anthem wi!l then be taken up by a 
chorus of 1,500 voices, and at its conclusion 
the message from the president will be 
read. 

At 10 o’clock Thursday morning the 
convention will be called to order, and 
for three days every hour of available 
time will be occupied with mecting, {in 
which all branches of Christian work will 
be discussed. 

The general cabinet of the Epworth 
Lesgue has decided to make mission 
work the main point of emphasis for the 
coining year, and consequently much at- 
tention will be paid to this feature during 
the convention. Charles Vernon Vickery, 
of Chicago, has been placed in charge of 
the missionary conferences. He will be 
associated by men prominent in the mis- 
sionary field. Nearly 10,000 Epworthers 
have already arrived in this city, and 
the railroad companies announce that 
over 30,000 more will reach here before 
Thursday mornirg.

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MACHINISTS ARE RETURNING 


Two Thousand “Men at Cincinnati 
Are Back in the Shops. 


STRIKE SEEMS TO BE AT END 


Men of One Company at Wilming- 
to, Del., Succeeded in Getting 
an Advance. 


Cincinnati, July 15.—T wo thousand ma- 
chinists, who have been on strike since 
May 20th, returned to work today. This 
practically ends the strike here. The 
strike managers had announced their in- 
tention of concentrating their attack up- 
on certain plants, while permitting men 
to work elsewhere for the purpose of ob- 
taining funds. At one o: the plants des- 
ignated, however, 600 employees farmed 
in line and marched in a body to their 
hepe of the strike leaders. 

Slight Advance Given. 

Wilmington, Del., July 15.—The striking 
machinists of the Harlan & Hollings- 
worth Company, to the number of 110, 
returned to work today in accordance 
with the agreement reached, an advance 
in wages of $1 a week for those who had 
been receiving $13 a week or over, and 50 
cents advance for those who had been 
receiving under $13, the men to work 
fifty-six hours a week during the Satur- 
day half holiday season and sixty hours 
a week during the rest of the year. 

All Returned to Work. 

New York, July 15.—The. strike of the 
machinists in Newark, N. J., which has 
been prolonged for many weeks, came 
to an end today. All the men returned 
to work at the terms offered by the 
bosses. 


ANOTHER CAPTURB BY BRITISH 


Colonel Scobell’s Column Take Thir- 
ty-One Boers Prisoners. 

Graaf Reinet, Cape Colony, July 15.— 
Colonel Scobell’s column surprised and 
captured Scheeper’s laager at Cambde- 
boo, July 14th, taking thirty-one prison- 
ers and capturing a quantity of ammuni- 
tion and stores. Scheeper, with the bulk 
of his commando, escaped. There were 
no British casualties. Most of the pros- 
oners are rebels. 

Kitchener Confirms Report. 

London, July 15.—Lord Kitchener, in a 
dispatch to the war office, confirms the 
report of the capture of the wife of the 
acting President Schalkburger, and says 
the prisoner has been brought into Pre- 
teria. 


HE WILL VISIT HIS FAMILY. 


Ambassador White To Return Home 
in September. 

Berlin, July 15.—The Kleine Journal 
prints a letter from United States Ambas- 
sador White to the editor of that paper, 
in which Mr. White says he wil! go to 
the United States in September to visit 
his family. Whether or not he will re- 
main in Berlin, he writes, depends upon 
various considerations, particularly the 
status of certain questions between Ger- 
many and the United States, which doubt- 
less will come up in the reichstag at the 
opening. 


PRINCE CHUNG AT WOO SUNG. 


He Is On His Way to Germany To 
Make Apologies. 

Shanghai, July 15.—Prince Chun, who 
left Pekin July 12th on his way to Berlin 
to apologize to Emperor William for the 
murder of Baron von Ketteler, the Ger- 
man minister in China, arrived today at 
Woo Sung, ten miles north of here. No 
official reception was arranged, public 
opinion being against such recognition 
of Prince Chun. 

There have been disastrous floods on 
the Yang Tse river, near Hankow, in 
which hundreds of lives were lost. 


COLLISION IN WEST VIRGINIA. 


Two Persons Killed and Several Oth- 
ers Injured. 


Parkersburg, W. Va., July 15.—Two per- 
sons were killed outright, one was fatally 
and several others were seriously injured 
in a head-end collision on the Ohio river 
railroad at Padens Valiey at 6:30 o'clock 
this evening. The Ohio valley express, 
on the way from Cincinnati to Pittsburg, 
was run into at full speed by a loose en- 
gine southbound, and both engines were 
almost demolished. The dead:

William Boothby, fireman, Parkersburg. 

William Day, Parkersburg, engineer of 
the loose engine, was fatally injured.

CONVENTION SHOULD HAVE 
VOTED ON THE PLATFORM 


It Not Only Failed but Refused To 
Indorse the Kansas City Plat- 
form—He Advises Ohio 
Democrats To Vote 

for Nominees.

Lincoln, Neb., July 16—In an extended 
comment on tne platform adopted by the 
Ohio democratic convention, W. J. Bryan 
criticises the convention for its failure to 
reaffirm the Kansas City platform, and 
for what he regards as the weakness of 
some ‘of the planks it did adopt. Mr. 
Bryan insists that the convention made 
a mistake in making himself (Bryan) an 
issue, and says: 

“Mr. Bryan ts not a candidate for any 
office, and qa mention of him might have 
been construed by some as an indorse- 
ment of him for office. The vote should 
have been upon the naked proposition to 
indorse the platform of last year, and 
then no one could have cxcused his aban- 
donment of democratic principles by 
pleading his dislike for Mr. Bryan.” 

Referring tothe platform, he continues: 

“The convention not only faiied but 
refused to indorse or reaffirm the Kansas 
City platform; and from the manner in 
which the gold élement has rejoiced over 
this feature of the convention, one would 
suppose that the main object of the con- 
vention was not to write a new platform, 
but to repudiate the one upon which the 
last national campaign was fought. The 
gold papers assume that the convention 
refused to adopt the Kansas City plat- 
form because it contained a’silver plank. 
If so it’ would have been more courage- 
ous to have declared openly for the gold 
standard. If the goid standard is good, 
it ought to have been indorsed; 4f bad, 
it ought to Have been 4 . To ig- 
nore the subject eutirély was inexcusa- 
ble. 

“The money question is not yet out of 
politics. Every session of congress will 
have to deal with it. Republicans declare 
that it is dead, but they keep working 
at it.’’ 

Mr. Bryati comments on parts of the 
platform, especially those referring to 
state and municipal affairs. He indorses 
the nominees of the convention and 
urges their support. ' 

Referring to the senatorial fight and 
the reported candidacy of John B. Mc- 
Lean, he says: 

“Did the leaders ignore the money ques- 
tion in order to please those who: bolted? 
Or does Mr. McLean want to be left freo 
to affiliate with the republicans on finan- 
cial questions in case of his election?” 

He concludes as follows: 

“If any of the Ohio democrats feel ag- 
grieved because the reorganizing eiement 
of the party triumphed at the convention, 
let them not visit their disappointment 
upon the state ticket, but rather see to 
the nominations of senators and repre- 
sentatives who will select a trustworthy 
senator. Let them see to it also at the 
state platform is made at the primaries 
next time rather than at the convention.”

SOFT COAL COMBINE FORMING. 


Pierpont Morgan Synd'‘cate Buying 
in Kentucky and Tennessee. 
Louisville, Ky., July 15.—(Special.)—Fi- 
nal steps are bein~ taken in the plan to 
consolidate all the soft coal field mines 
of east Kentucky and east Tennessee. 
The west Kentucky flelds will probably 
be included in the deal also. The J. 
Pierpont Morgan syndicate is financing 
the combine and local promoters are en- 
gineering it. The property to be ac- 
quired includes eight or ten working 
mines with a total value of several mil- 

lions.

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It Is Estimated That 74,000 
~ Men Left Their Work 
Yesterday Morning, — 


Pittsburg, Pa., July 15.—Reports  re- 
ceived from all sources connected with 
the great strike of the steel workers to- 
day indicate that the: members. of the 
Amalgamated Association had matters 
well in hand and that the strike order 
was being generally’ obeyed. Reports 
from various points where the American 
Tin Plate Company, the American Steel 
Hoop and the American Sheet Steel Com- 
pany are located told of a shutting down 
of these plants. In many cases the 
plants had been shut down by the first 
strike order, which affected the sheet 
steel and the steel hoop companies only. 
The last order brought out all of the 
union plants of the American Tin Plate 
Company with the single exception of the 
new mill in Monessen, which {s still run- 
ning. 

At the Amalgamated Association head- 
quarters it was said that the figures 
given out Saturday night regarding the 
number of men who would be actually 
idle in the mills of the three companies 
had been proven correct. This number 
is placed at 74,000. The strike, although 
one of the greatest that has been de- 
clared in recent years, will affect Pitts- 
burg but slightly. Of the 74,000 men idle, 
2,500 are in Pittsburg, 800 in Allegheny and 
1,500 in McKeesport. President Shaffer 
has it in his power-to close many more 
Pittsburg mills, but it is not thought that 
he will do anything of a radical nature 
until he js compelled to. 

. », Non-Union Mill Closes. 

The American Steel Hoop Company's 
supposedly non-union mill, known as the 
Painter mill in West Carson street, was 
closed this morning in all its branches. 
The tie-up at this mill was said to have 
been a surprise to the mill owners and 
officials in charge of it. The other plant, 
known as the Lindsay and McCutcheon 
mill, in Allegheny, was shut down com- 
pletely in the puddling and bar mills. All 
the skilled workmen refused to enter the 
mill this morning and the company did 
not even Operate the five furnaces. The 
finishing department of the mill was 
working during the day, as the men are 
not in the union, but it is claimed by 
the workers that the employees in that 
department will not go to work in the 
morning. 

The American Hoop Steel Company’s 
mill at. Monessen was not closed today. 
It has been non-union since it was built 
two years ago and the company says the 
men there will remain loyal. The Amal- 
‘gamated people would not discuss the 
situation in that mill at present. While 
all the m4ils of the steel corporation are 
included in the general conflict, the three 
companies are the first attacked. What 
the next move would be the workers 
would not say. It is announced tonight 
that the circular letter which was ex- 
pected to be sent out today calling on 
the men in the mills of the Federal Steel 
Company, the National Steel Company 
and the National Tube Company to come 
out would not be issued at present. 

The most interesting report to the 
Amalgamated men today was the dis- 
patch from New York which said that a 
conference of the manufacturers was to 
be held in New York tomorrow, at which 
Warner Arms, vice president of the 
American Tin Plate Company, !s to be 
present, and give a detailed account of the 
meeting of the committees in this cify 
last week. It was stated that the ques- 
tion of again extending the olive branch 
to the strikers or of crushing the strike 
would be discussed. Respecting the 
strikers, from President Shaffer down, 
they seem to be looking for somyg srt 
of settlement. 

Managers Hold Meeting. 

At the district offices of the American 
Sheet Steel Company a meeting of man- 
agers was held today. It was a closely 
guarded session and information was hard 
to secure. It was said, however, that 
the reports from the managers referred 
to the condition of affairs In the non- 
union plants of the company. It was 
claimed that the men in the Old Meadow 
mill, in Scéttdale, would not go out on 
strike. The Scottdale iron and steel mill 
is also working and no signs of a strike 
are visible there. The alleged attempt 
on the part of the association to bring 
over the forces in the big Vandergrift 
mills in Vandergrift, Pa., was not re- 
garded seriously, though the company igs 
watching closely all such movements. 

Tube Men Get Advance. 

The 4,500 employees of the National 
Tube Company, at McKeesport, were no- 
tified today of an advance in wages of 10 


per cent. The men are not organized, 
but the Amalgamated Association was 
making efforts to induce them to join 
the union. Several months ago the men 
demanded a 10 per cent advance, but 
were refused. This morning a committee 
waited on Manager Crawford and insisted 
upon the increase. He was unable tg 
give an immediate answer, but a short 
time later the officials gave out a state- 
ment granting the advance.

Will Be a Spirited Strike. 

President Shaffer is confident that the 
association will make such a strong show- 
ing on this preliminary suspension of 
work that a general strike of all the milis 
of the United States steel corporation will 
not be necessary. This latter proposition 
is the stromg card which the amaiga- 
mated presiijent has up his sleeve, and 
which he has threatened to play if an 
early adjustment of the difficulty is not 
made. This strike bears a resemblance to 
the historical Homestead strike in 1892, 
in that it is not a question of wages, but 
of recognition of the Amalgamated asso- 
ciation. T sociation insists upon un- 
ionizing all the plants of the three com- 
panies in question. The manufacturers 
refuse to grant this demand and say that 
the individual contracts with workmen 
which are in force at a number of the 
plants must stand. 

The Paintef and Lindsay & McCutch- 
eon plants, which the Amalgamated asso- 
ciation today succeeded in closing, have 
been looked upon by the officials of the 


United States Steel corporation as the 
strongholds of non-untonism in the Hoop 
company. 

The prompt action of President Shaffer 
in thus early forcing the fighting and 
carrying it into the enemy's camp was 
looked upon as evidence that the strike 
will be one of the most spirited of Pitts- 
burg’s history. 

President Shaffer was pleased with the 
reports from the two stroneholds and he 
declared that not a wheel would turn in 
either the Painter or Lindsay & Mc- 
Cutcheon works until the strike was set- 
tled. He said that the Painter plant was 
pivotal with respect to the other non- 
union plants of the Steel Hoop company, 
and that the men elsewhere had promised, 
if the Painter plant would join the strike 
movement, there would be no trouble in 
organizing the remainder of the plants. 
He said that there was no question that 
the men would nespond, as they have been 
anxious to join the general movement, 
and were held in check and kept at work 
by the direction of the Amalgamated of- 
ficials. 

President Shaffer said that the move- 
ment would be carried to other plants not 
now recognized by the combine as under 
the wing of the association. 

Mr. Shaffer said today that things thus 
far had gone just about as he had ex- 
pected. The 1@°n he had found were not 
only willing but eager to go out. He 
added:

July 15.—(Special.)—The 
Crown Mountain Gold Mining Company 
has succeeded fn putting water on top 
The

‘pumps, when started, worked perfectly, 


And the reservoir was filled on schedule 


time. 


‘ This mining company is preparing to 


‘work the ores of Crown mountain within 
One mile of the courthouse at Dahlonega, 
and one of the richest properties in this 
region. The difficulty heretofore has been 
the lack of water to sluice out the ore, 
but the company has solved the problem 
by a remarkable feat in electrical en- 
gineering. Twelve miles distant there is 
@ good fall on the Chestatee river. Here 
an electric power plant was erected. A 
pump station was placed on the bank 
of the Chestatee at the foot of Grown 
mountain and a ten-inch pipe line was 
laid to a reservoir at the summit of the 
mountain, a mile distant, and elevated 560 
feet above the river. The reservoir has 
@ capacity of 750,000 gallons. The triplex 
pump propelled by electricity, conveyed 
by wire about twelve miles from the 
power plant, easily forces 1,500 gabous 
of water per minute up and into the 
reservoir. 

By means of giant hydraulics the ore 
bearing earth and rock will now be 
washed from the sides and _ even 
the very top of the mountain, 
and will be _ siluiced to the mill 
near the foot of the mountain. 
The mill is modern in every particular 
and is run by electricity developed at the 
same power plant. It contains fifty 
stamps for hand ore and two Huntin-ton 
mills for soft ore. The Huntington mills 
will be started this week, but it will re- 
quire more time to make-the stamp mill 
ready for operation.

Two Americus Policemen Battle 
with Desperate Characters, 


ONE OUTLAW 1S) KILLE 


Patrolman Albritton Will Die of the 
Wounds Received While His 
Companion Is in a Serious 
Condition—Arrests 
Ars Made. 


Americus, Ga., July 15.—(Special.)— 
Several negro excursionists from Macon 
this afternoon precipitated a riot here 
which resulted in the shooting of two po- 
lice officers and the instant killing of Bill 
English, a Macon negro, the ringleader 
in the disturbance. Policeman Howell Al- 
britton was mortally wounded in the ab- 
demen, while Policeman Glawson was 
shot through the thigh. 

The Macon excursionists were picnick- 
ing at Magnolia Dell when three of the 
crowd started a shooting affray. Police- 
men Glawson and Albritton attempted 
to arrest Bill English, who quickly shot 
MAlbritton. At the same moment Police- 
man Glawson shot English in the head, 
both pistols firing simultaneously, Think- 
ing English dead, Officer Glawson gaye 
attention to Officer Albritton, whereupon 
English, though in death agony, raised 
himself on his elbow and fired again. 
Both officers returned the fire, Glawson 
shooting English through the mouth, 
while Albritton’s bullet entered the ne- 
gro’s breast. English fell dead at the 
second fire. Officer Albritton was con- 
veyed to a residence, where three physi- 
clans pronounced his wound pobably 
mortal. Though badly shot, Officer Glaw- 
son continued on duty and with the police 
reserve sent to the rescue succeeded in 
arresting the ringleaders. Intense excite- 
ment ensued and the Macon crowd depart- 
ed amid the execrations of the best citi- 
zens of Americus, which has been thor- 
oughly cursed with negro excursions, 

Policemen Glawson and Albritton are 
among the best officers on the police 
force. All tue ringleaders in the riot are 
under arrest and.there will be no fur- 
ther trouble at present. 

The body of English was carried back 
to Macon tonight by the returning excur- 
sionists. It was reported here tonight 
that English, who is known as a des- 
perate character, recently had trouble 
with the Atlanta police. He had an an- 
tipathy toward policemen generally, and 
it is said that he boasted before reach- 
ing Americus that he would kill a police- 
man. Policeman Albritton is sinking and 
at midnight the physicians had aban- 
dened ait’hopes of recovery. He had just 
been granted a vacation by the police 
commissioners and was net on duty when 
shot; merely voluteering assistance to 
the other officers.

Prominent Young Man Slays a Town 


Officer. 

Columbus, Ga., July 15.—(Special.)—Will 
Robinson, marshal of Hamilton, Ga., was 
killed last night in front of the hotel, the 
most central point in that town, and in 
the presence of a number of people, by 
Cooper Truett, a young man about twen- 
ty-five years of age. Robinson was about 
-thirty-five years old and-~leaves a wife 
and one child. Truett is unmarried. He 
is the youngest son of Hon. A. F. Truett, 
clerk of Harris county. He is a young man 
of good habits when sober, but was ad- 
dicted to the use of drink, and when un- 
der the influence of liquor was ugly.

DECLARES IT 1S GAMBLING 


————— 


Pastor of Christian Church Enter- 
‘tains a Large Audience and 
Creates Quite a Sensation 
in the Central 


City. 


Macon, Ga., July 15.—(Special.)}—Rev. 8S. 
R. Maxwell, pastor of the Christian 
church, preached last night on “The 
Crime of the Dice Box.’’ He termed pro- 
gressive euchre as one form of gambling. 
On this subject he said: 


‘The gambler appears amdst the fash- 
ing splendors of the drawing rooms,—the 
society gambler. The spirit sometimes 
appears in the form of a woman arrayed 
in silken gown and satin waist. At other 
times in the form of a man in evening 
full dress. Cards are the insruments. 
Progressive euchre and poker are the 
games. Progressive euchre is progressive 
toward hell and poker is the devil's own 
instrument for atirring up the fires of 
passion. 

“At these prtareenve euchre parties 
they have light wines and cigarettes, the 
spice of hell to give zest and inspiration 
to the playey. ere is the place where 


j the young man gets his first lessons and 


the passion for gambling is aroused and 
it demands gratification. To indulge in 
this passion he enters the saloon and bye 
and bye he is in the gutter corrupted, 
ruined and condemned to a drunkard’s 
grave—a fearful wreck.’”’ 


The speaker paid attention to the steck 
exchange in the following words: 


He is the speculator in commerce. He 
dresses in broadcloth, wears diamonds, 
lives in magnificent palaces and fares 
sumptuously every day. The ordinary 
gambler who advertises his trade is put 
off the train, but the gambler in stocks 
rides on a pass in a Pullman palace car. 
The ordinary gambler is put in the peni- 
tentilary, but the wealthy fellow is given 
a cabinet portfolio or sent,as an ambas- 
sador to Europe. Justice is blindfolded 
when the three-card-monte gambler is be- 
fore her. His offense is indictable, but 
when the board of trade angel appears 
she lifts the blind and sees him, recog- 
nizes him as a friend and he is allowed to 
pass on. 

“Then the gsrtirit exhibits itself in an- 
other form—that of the pool gambler. 
You will find him at the race track and 
the arena where the brutal bruisers meet 
and they are good places for him to carry 
on his damnable business. 

“One year he paid $175,000 for the ex- 
clusive book making privilege at the 
Washington park races in Chicago. The 
race track and its adjunct, the city pool 
room, is probably the second most dan- 
gerous institution in America today. Its 
legitimate offsprings are deceit, conceal- 
ment, forgery, embezzlement and theft. 
Young men steal their employers’ money 
to bet on the races. Young women sell 
their virtue for money to wager. Mar- 
ried women leave their husbands and 
families after robbing the home at the 
bidding of the pool.” 

Rov. Mr. Maxwell spoke at some length 
on the general subject of gambling. 


AN ACCIDENT NEAR MACON. 


Wreck of a Freight Train on the 
Southwestern Railway. 


Macon, Ga., July 15.—(Special.)—Three 
coal cars, a caboose and an engine were 
wrecked on the Southwestern railroad this 
morning a few miles from Macon. Two 
sections of a train left Macon for Albany. 
When near Echeconnee three empty coal 
cars and the caboose of the first section 
broke loose and were run into by the en- 
gine of the second section.

FRAUD 1S OPENLY CHARGED 


Alabama Constitutional Convention 
Reviews Work of the Last Leg- 
islature—Article on Banks 
and Banking Is Put 
Through. 


Montgomery, Ala., July 15.—(Special.)— 
The Shelby county courthowe «ase oc- 
cupied the morning session in the con- 
stitutional convention. The lIast_ legisla- 
ture passed an act removing the court- 
house from Columbiana to Calera. Fraud 
was charged, but the journals were per- 
fectly clear and the courts have decided 
again and again that they will not ~o 
behind the record. Columbiana finally 
appealed to the convention and the agn- 
vention granted relief by a vote of about 
4 to 1. 

The passage of the bill was described in 
the debate as a “damnable fraud.’ * It 
Was accomplished by introducing two bills 
for enlarging the limits of Calera. Then 
a bill for removing the courthouse w#s 


put in one of the wrappers upon which 


the clerks. could make their entries. Thus 
by shuffling the courthouse bill back and 
forth in the wrappers the mesure went 
through and no one knew anything of it 
till the senate had passed the bill and 
the wrappers, with the corresponding pin 
holes,-. were produced in open conven- 
tion. 

On the last shuffle of wrappers the 
courthouse bill had been pasted over the 
Yace of one of the limit bills which could 
be read throurh it. Nobody questioned 
the fraud, but some twenty delegates 
voted against putting a‘ local matter of 
that sort in the constitution for the 
whole state. The act of the legislature is 
made void and-of no effect. 

The article on banks and banking was 
put through this afternoon. Governor 
Oates got in an amendment under which 
state banks can issue money up to the 
‘face value of Alabama or United States 
bonds de-osited as security. He ex- 
plained that this was merely by way of 
getting ready for the time when congress 
will repeal the 10 per cent tax on state 
bank circulation. A section was added 
requiring the legislature to have state 
banks examined. The section expressly 
applies to all banks incorporated or pri- 
vate and includes trust companies. The 
‘private banking interests made a strong 
fight against it, but made a poor show 
in the voting. 

A special committee has been appointed 
to report on cutting down expenses and 
half: the pages are threatened -with decap- 
itation. There are ten of them and they 
have organized themselves into one of 
the livest lobbies of the session. 


SPECIAL ORDER FOR TUESDAY. 


Democratic Caucus Considers the 
Question of Suffrage. 

Montgomery, Ala., July 15.—(Special.)— 
The democratic caucus took till 11 o’clock 
to decide that the suffrage ordinance shall 
be the special order for Tuesday, Jiily 
23d. An effort was made by Mr. Heflin 
of Chambers, Mr. Lowe of Jefferson, Mr. 
Davis of DeKalb and Mr. Long of Walker 
to make the suffrage a caucus matter to 
be discussed behind closed doors. Other 
gentlemen wanted it discussed in caucus, 
£0 as to save time and debate in con- 
vention. All of these speakers scemed 
to want to get rid of the stenographic re- 
port on this particular subject. 

Governor Jones, Mr. Pettus, Judge Cole- 
tran and Mr. Knox favored open debate 
in open convention, and that view prevail- 
ed overwhelviingly. Judge Coleman said 
what the committee wanted was a speedy 
hearing. The report, he declared, was 
being misrepresented and misunderstood. 
Its opponents were makirg a studied at- 
tempt to pervert, and the people, he as- 
perted, were being misled. 

Mr. Lowe. who is chairman of the cau- 
cus, and of the democratic state commit- 
tee, made a sensational speech against 
the majority report. He appealed for a 
secret caucus and secret debate, but said, 
as it wes decided against him, he would 
have to speak in the open and would do 
eo freely. He announced the registrar 
clavse as a scheme by which a few men 
in each county would determine who will 
“vote, and said it was a device hv which 
the wily politicians in control of it would 
take care of his own interests. 

Mr. Lowe will fight the scheme as a 
whole,

Governor Beckham, in company 
with other white householders of the vis 
cinity, has endeavored, first by persua- 
sion and later by injunctions in the 
courts, to induce the colored people to 
locate their meeting house elsewhere, but 
both means have failed. The negroes 
are now wrought up and decline to sell 
their lot at any price. As a last resort, 
the next legislature will probably be 
| asked to condemn the property for the 
use of the state end convert it into a 
park.

SESSION WAS A SHORT ONE. 


Virginia Convention Is Working by 
Committees Now. 


Richmond, -Va., July 15.—Seventy-nine 
members were present today when Pres- 
ident Goode called the constitutional con- 
vention to order, and in fifteen minutes 
after the gavel fell the session of the 
convention had ended for the day. The 
work of the convention is now being done 
in committee. The day was marked by 
the presentation of a resolution looking 
to the suppression of lynchings and mobs 
in the state. Mr. Pedigo, republican, of 
Henry county, was the patron of the 
measure, and after being read it was re- 
ferred to the committee on legislative de- 
velopment. The resolution ig aimed at an 
enforeement of the laws in cases of out- 
breaks where the ‘“‘usval crime’’ {s com- 
mitted. 

Mr. Barber, of Culpepper, presented the 
following: 

“Be it resolved, That the committee on 
finance and taxation inquire into the ad- 
visability and justice of requiring each 
county and city in this state to bear its 
criminal expenses upon the basis of per- 
mitting each to receive all revenue col- 
leeted within its limits from Imyor li- 
censes, except that in counties with cities 
located within their boundaries or adja- 
cent thereto, these expenses and reve- 
nues shall be divided between such coun- 
ty and citlegs upon an equitable basis, to 
be ascertained law.”’ 

The following was also introduced by 
Delegate Barber: 

‘“‘Be it resolved, That the committee on 
finance and taxation ig directed to report 
to this convention no clause for the new 
constitution containing any limitation 
upon the taxing power of the legislature 
other than providing for separating the 
sources of state and local revenues and 
prohibiting more revenue to be taised 
than is necessary to pay the expenses of 
the government economically administer- 
ed and the interest on the public debt 
already created.”’ 

Mr. Chapman—Requliring all officers 
handling funds to give bonds in some 
guarantee company. 

By Mr. Quarles, of Augusta—Authorizing 
the general assembly to provide for dis- 
abled firemen. 

By Mr. Quarles this resolution was 
presented: 

‘Whereas, it seems to be the jJndgment

FUGITIVE WILL NOT GIVE UP 


Mgn Charged with Slaying Two 
Women Takes to the Woods and 
Declares He Will Never Be 
Taken While He 
Lives. 


The first attempt having failed, a second 
and larger posse left here this afternoon 
for Claiborne county, just across the Ten- 
messee line, to arrest Johnny Martin, 
charged with the murder of Martha 
White and Maggie Russell. Two of Mar- 
tin’s friends and alleged accomplices— 
Pleas Carmichael and Gillis Parker—have 
been captured, but with two others, who 
are charged with complicity in the double 
killing, Martin is intrenched in the moun- 
tains and defies arrest unless allowed to 


is expected, as the posse is made up of 
picked marksmen and determfned men. 
Martin for years has kept the half way 
house, a notorious mountain resort. Last 
Monday the body of Martha White was 
found near the place. She had been kflled 
from ambush. Two days later Maggie 
Wussell was discovered in an abandoned 
cabin near by dying of pistol wounds. 
She declined to tell who had shot her. 
It was suspected that she knew who 
killed Martha White and had been slain 
tO prevent her from telling the story 
of the first crime. Martin was an as- 
sociate of both women. Being accused of 
their murder, he fled, firat leaving money 
and directions for the burial of the sec- 
ond victim. Two months ago Bev Tolli- 
ver was killed at ‘his place. 


CARRIED HIS MONEY WITH HIM 


Jacksonville People Are Searching 
for a Missing Man. 

Jacksonville, Fila., July 15.—(Spectal.)— 
Scores of Jacksonville people are mak- 
ing a search for BPiliott Sumner, who 
came to this city a short time gfter the 
fire and advertised to buy lots and bulld 
modern homes for fire sufferers for smal] 
monthly payments. He did a land office 
business. In nearly every case $37.0 was 
charged for plans and _ specifications, 
which was the only payment required 
until the house was finished. W. J. Mc- 
Timmons, a well known citizen who had 
paid $42 for plans, etc., alleged that the 
said Sumner was not complying with his 
contract, and through his attorney ge- 
cured an attachment against Sumner’s 
bank account. The news of this legal 
process spread and a swarm of people 
have crowded around his offices. In the 
meantime Sumner has Msappeared, and 
it ie said withdrew all of his money be- 
fore leaving. It is estimated he had col- 


lected over $6,000.

OUTSIDE HELP NOT NEEDED 


Aycock Will Stop Lynchings in 
North Carolina. 


REWARDS WILL BE OFFERED

Society Formed in Washington State 
Is Given the Laugh by Tarheel 
Governor. 


Raleigh, N. C., Jaly 15.—(Special.)—Gov- 
ernor Aycock, before bis departure for the 
seaside, spoke as to his purposes concern- 
ing the punishment of lynchers. He said: 
“I am officially advised by an assocta- 
tion at @eattle, in the state of Washing- 
ton, that it is formed for thes purpose of 
preventing lynchings and that it offers 

5 reward for each and every person 
concerned in any lynching. I am also 
officially notified that it his offered such 
reward for each and every participant 
in the lynchings this year at LaGrange 
and Smithfield, and that it has put up 
the money. I do not care for outside nid 
in oe law and order in North 
Carolina. but I have positively decided 
that hereafter, no matter what the crime 
may be, I will offer $400 reward, which is 
the limit under the taw for each and 
every participant. I recognize that there 
is a crime for which the penalty is certain 
death, but th2 eriminal must be hanged 
by law and not by a mob. Lynching has 
got to stop in North Carolina. I ask you 
to call on the press and the preachers in 
the state to stop the tendency toward 
lynch law. It is a great blot in the 
state.” 

The governor has«for some time been 
wanting to make this declaration. He 
now makes it fairly and squarely. It is 
a new departure. Hts hope has been'that 
no lynchings would occur during his ad- 
ministration. There have been three— 
the two named and one of a negro in 
Cumberland county. The Jatter appears 
to have been a v2ry cold-blooded affaltr, 
in fact an assagsination, if surmises have 
any foundation, thovgh it is declared the 
identity of the body of the man found, 
—— & woman named Matthews makes 
affdavit it Is that of her husband.

UIT INVOLVES 


Sensational Case Is Filed in 
Nashville Courts, 


LEAVE TO INTERVENE ASKED 


Charge Is Made That Recent Pur- 
chgsere of the Nachville Street 
Raflway Properties Are 
Looking for the Best 
of It. 


Nashville, Tenn., July 15.—(Spectal.)— 
BE. R. Richardson, of Nashville, a holder 
of some of the underlying bonds from 
the Nashville railway, today gave notice 
of a motion to intervene the case of the 
Baltimore Trust and Guarantee Corfipany 
against the Nashville railway. The for- 
mer, as trustee, recently threw the latter 
into a receiver’s hands because of a de- 
fault in interest. The charges aré sen- 
sational. 

The three Nashville lines were pur- 
chased and consolidated by a Baltimore 
Syndicate, which capitalized and bonded 
the consolidated property at $6,500,000 
each. Mr. Richardson charges that the 
syndicate has sold $4,875,000 of bonds, with 
the proceeds of which it reimbursed itself 
in the matter of $1,792,000 which was paid 
for the three lines, and then pocketed the 
balance,. when the whole should have 
gone intp the treasury of the railway. It 
is further charged that of the total cap- 
ital stock of $6,500,000 only eleven shares 
were ever paid for, the balance being di- 
vided among the members of the syndi- 
cate in the following proportions: Balti- 
more Trust and Guarantee Company, one- 
third; Hambleton & Co., one-third: Kuntz 
Bros., one-sixth; Nat Baxter, Jr., one- 
twelfth, and Charles M. McGee, one- 
twelfth. 

It is sought to file the petition as an 
answer and cross bill to the original bill, 
and it is asked that judgment be given for 
the amount and the proceeds of the bond 
sale and the capital stock which was not 
paid for, aggregating altogether some- 
thing over $9,000,000. The further charge 
is made that the railway company is not 
insolvent if its assets are collected, and 
the charge is made that a scheme has 
been attempted to depreciate the value of 
the underlying bonds in order that they 
may be brought in at a nominal value 
and the syndicate relieveg of Hability of 
‘bond sale and unpaid capital stock. 


Wants te Intervery. 

Nashville, July 15.—A minority under- 
lying bondholder has made a magion in 
the United States district court to be 
allowed to intervene in the foreclosura 
proceedings against the Nashville rail- 
way, brought recently by a_ Baltimore 
trust company. The petition alleges that 
the members of the syndicate prorated 
the stock and bond issues of $13,500,000 
among themselves without paying in full 
for them. 


Mr. Lee’s Aquatic Team. 


Chicago Tribune: Jefferson Lee, who 
lives on the St. Johns river, in Putnam 
county, Florida, hag the most extraor. 
Cinary team in the country. It is a team 
of alligators that Mr. Lee uses to tow 
his boat up and down the river when ‘he 
&0es to market. 

Mr. Lee has to go six miles down the 
river to his postoffice, 4nd it is a hard 
pull against the current coming back. He 
neticed how swiftly alligators swam, and 
it occurred to him that it. might be a 
gocd icea to turn the alligators that 


count. He captured a pair of young 
‘gatcrs and raised them ig his yard. He 
taught them to swim and drag a weight 
beb'nd them, and he also taught them to 
turn either to the right or left by pull- 
ing ropes fastened to their teeth on 
either side. 


When the alligators were big enough 


he put a harness that he had constructed 
cn them and harnessed them to his boat. 
They swam well and pulled the boat 
through the water at a good speed. By 
tulling on the reins that passed through 
the mouths of the ’gators, Mr. Lee was 
able to turn his strange water team in 
any direction he pleased. 

Mr. Lee made a point of never feeding 
his alligators until aiter they returned 
from a trip, when he #/ould immediately 
reward each one with a fine meal. 

The alligators seem to be willing to p2r- 
form their task of pulling his bwat. and 
when he turns them out of the pen in 
which they are stabled and starts them 
for the water, they shuffle down, to the 
boat in the liveliest style, and after they 
are hitched they plunge into the water 
with grunts of delight. 

Mr. Lee says his strange team has never 
run away or kicked out the dashbvard of 
his river craft. but that they have one 
fault, for which, however, he does not 
bleme them. They sometimes swéep 
their powerful tails fn a curve through 
the water, and once smashed one of his 
beats into small Lits and threw Mr. Lee 
end a party that he was taking boat- 
riding into the river. They would all 
rave been drowned had not the alligators 
swam back to them and permitted the 
party to climb on their backs, after 
which the alligators swam swiftly to the 
shore and all of the party was saved. 
Mr. Lee now hitches his team twenty feet 
in front of the boaé, so that the sweep 
of their tails will not endanger the craft. 

Mr. ITee’s success has created great in- 
terest among all cf his reighbors, and 
row many alligators are being trained for 
cuty ag sea horses.

BRYAN’S TURN DOWN IN OHIO 
DOESN’T EXGITE DEMOCRATS 


Washington, July 
and responsible democratic 
leaders are not disposed to become ex- 
cited over the action of the democratic 
convention in Ohio last week. Politics 
in Ohio is a profession, and the action of 
the political bosses in the Buckeye State 
are often actuated by personal motives 
and ambitions rather than by devotion 
and fidelity to party princtples. This ap- 
plies equally to republicans. Of course 
the treatment of Mr. Bryan by the Ohio 
democracy in convention assembled is not 
relished by those consistent democrats 
who are earnestly and faithfully laboring 
to bring. about the reorganization of the 
democratic party on a harmonious basis. 

Those democrats whose opinions would 
be valuable if they could be quoted, as- 
sert privately that the future prospects 
for democratic success are brighter now 
than they have been for many years past, 
providing the party managers can be in- 
duced to put aside personal aspirations 
and factional jealousies, and take advan- 
tage of the opportunities offered by the 
lack of unity in the republican ranks, 
growing out of the proposition to revise 
the tariff. There is evidently trouble in 
the republican household, and it will re- 
quire the enforcement of the strictest 
party discipline to hold the severai fac- 
tions in the party together during another 
presidential campaign. President Mc- 
Kinley’s personality, of course, nas its 
politica] value, but at the same time it is 
not difficult to find prominent republicans 
who are quietly growling and grumbling 
at the way the present administration is 
being controlled by a small c rele of re- 
publican bosses. 

A distinguished democrat who visited 
Washington a few days ago expressed 
the opinion that an old-time democrat 
icve féast should be held with a view to 
burying past persona! differences and or- 
ganizing an aggressive and vigorous cru- 
sade against republicanism. 

“Our first move,’ said he, “should be 
to invite representatives of all shades of 
democratic op:nion to come together. If 
we could secure President McKinley's re- 
cipe for pacificatory dinners, — would 
suggest that we round them all up at the 
biggest and best banquetifig hall in the 
United States. In view of the success of, 
President McKinley's 
who disagree with him by means cf one 
of his famous dimners, I 4m a convert to 
the theory that the average man fs often 
influenced by an appropriate appeal to his 


stomach.”’ 
United Action Is Necessary. 

This gentleman went on to say ‘that in 
his judgment the first and most important 
pre-requisite for democratic success is 
united action by a solid and thoroughly 
disciplined organization. He says rep'1b- 
lican success is due entirely to the supe- 
rior discipline and compact party organi- 
zation. Time and time again the repub- 
lican ranks have been threatened with 
dissolution and demoralization because of 
wide differences of opinion on national 
and loca} questions, but when the lines 
of battle are finally drawn the kickers 
are driven, like so many sheep, up to the 
rack by the party leaders and made to 
take the administration medicine, how- 
ever bitte? it may be. 

Just how such a love feast is to be as- 
sembled and who has the courage and the 
audacity to lead in such a movement no 
one seems able to predfct. One of the 
great difficulties ts finding a man or a ret 
of men who would undertake the task. 
It ts suggested that all of the old !eaders, 
who for the past ten or twenty years have 


| been unsuccessful in the management of 


the party’s affairs, might come forward in 
a body amd give up the direction of the 
democratic organization, allow an en- 
tirely new set of men to assume control 
and make the issue with the republicans 
on up-to-date ideas and methods without 
waiting to see what line of policy the re- 
publicans propose to take in shaping their 
aamapaign. New blood, new methods. 
new organization and a new brand of 
fidelity to democratic principles is what 
is needed to rehabilitate the party and 
place it in a position where it may havea 
reasonable prospect of throttling the re- 
publican trust. The way things have been 
going in the political world of late years 
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has enabled the republicans to form a gi- 
gantic monopoly for the absolute control 
of the national government. The sugar 
trust, the oil trust and all the other com- 
mercial truags combined are but insignifi- 
cant offshoots of the great national re- 
publican trust which controls the execu- 
tive, legislative and fudicial branches of 
this government. 

Many Applicants for Two Places. 

Hungry republican office seekers are 
casting longing eyes in the direction of 
the treasury and navy departments. The 
public announcement that Charley Dawes 
will voluntarily retire from the office of 
comptroller of the currency in October, 
and also that Assistant Secretary Hackett 
is to retire from the navy department 
at an early day has brought to the front 
an army of applicants for those two 
desirable positidns. There have been 
loud murmurs of discontent all along the 
republican line since the second admin- 
istration of President McKinley com- 
menced. The boys outside of the breast- 
works had hoped and exnected that there 
would be a number of changes fn the 
public service, thus enabling them or 
some of theiréumber to get up to the 
pie counter. Several months have elapsed 
and but very few of the predicted vacan- 
cles have occurred. All the members 
of the cabinet have been reappointed. 
nearly all of the old officials in the for- 
eign and domestic service have been con- 
tinued in office, so that the “unprovided 
for’ have almost despaired of securing 
such recognition as they believe they 
are entitled to. 

The position of comptroller of the eur- 
rency is perhaps one of the most val- 
uable within the gift of the president. 
Not that the salary fs large, but be- 
cause of the opportunities it furnishes 
for an ambitious man who aspires to 
beconv® identified with the financial world. 
The comptroller of the currency, in the 
course of the administration of his of- 
fice, becomes familiar with the inside 
workings of all the great financial insti- 
tutions of this country. Through his ex- 
aminers he learns how the great banking 
establishments invest their capital and 
gains a thorough knowledge of what con- 
stitutes good and bad investments. It is 
really but the training station for a high 
salaried position in some big financial 
house in New York, Chig@ago or Boston. 
Former Comptroller Knox gave up his 
position to accept the presidency of a 
New York bank at a fancy salary. The 
late William IL. Trenholm also followed 
him from the comptroller's office to New 
York, where he became identified with a 
big trust company. Former Comptroller 
Eckles, “‘the boy financtier,’’ also stepped 
from the treasury department to the head 
of a large financial establishment in Chi- 
cago and now Comptroller Dawes pro- 
poses to give up his present position os- 
tensibly to make a race for the United 
States senate. Should his calculations 
én that direction be upset it is auite likely 
that he will be invited to become the 
president or at least a high salaried of- 
ficial of a bank or a trust company. 


Hackett’s Finish No Surprise. 


The office af the assistant secretary of 
the navy has many attractive features, 
consequently {t is not strange that so 
manv people are willing to step into Mr. 
Hackett's shoes. There has always been 
more or less mystery surrounding the 
appointment of Mr. Hackett to succeed 
Charles Allen when the latter was ap- 
ointed governor of Porto Rico.

Swilching of Cars There Must 


7 aa Stop Says Judge Gober 


‘torneys H. E. W. 


GIVES. ROADS TILL OCT 1 


After That Date They Must Cease 
Switching at Inman Park Al- 
together—Supreme Court 
Yet To Have Say-So 
in Matter. 


The residents of Inman park have won 
their contest ‘for a quiet neighborhood, 
and after October list the railroads must 
,@ease to do a switching business in that 
section. 

Some time ago Joseph E. Maddox and 
other residents of Inman Park, including 
the church there, brought suit against the 
Georgia railroad, the MLouisville and 
Nashville and the Atlanta and West 
Point railroads to restrain them from 
switching cars and trains of cars in the 
raiJroad yards in that well-known and 
popular residence section of the city. 

It is this suit in which Judge George F. 
Gober, of :he Blue Ridge circuit, has just 
granted 1 permanent injunction requir- 
ing that these railroads between now and 
October ist, 1991, must cease to switch 
‘ears in the Yards at Inman park on Sun- 
day’s and between the hours of 9 p. m. 
and 6 a. m. on week days, and after Oc- 
tober ist a permanent injunction is 
granted forbidding the vse of the yards 
altogether. 

The suit, which has been a most inter- 
esting one in many respects, was filed 
for the residents of Inman park by At- 
Palmer and George 
Bell, while the railroads were represented 
by Judge R. T. Dorsey, J. C. and Bryan 
Cummings, and King & Spalding. It 
set forth that the smoke and noise from 
the defective engines ani cars being con- 
stantly switched back and forth in In- 
man Park constituted a public nuisance 
avd made their neighborhood anything 
but a peaceful and quiet one, such as they 
had sought to have. 

Judge Gober granted a temporary re- 
straining order as soon as the case was 
filed, but later modified it so as to allow 
switching for the convenience of the 
roads during the day. Shortly after this 
the case was argued before him at Mari- 
etta and he has since had it under ad- 
visement. 

“As strong a case of nuisance as it 
would seem possible,’’ is the way Judge 
Gober characterized the matter in ren- 
dering his decision. The roads name 
were brought into the case through their 
complicated relations. The Georgia rail- 
road owns a half interest in the Atlanta 
and West Point, and is itself leased and 


operated by the Louisville and Nashville. 


The people of Inman Park claim that 
making a switch yard of that place 
amounts to a practical confiscation of 
their property. Both the people and the 
roads stood ‘firmly for what they called 
their righte, there being a serious dis- 
pute as to the quality and character of 
the engincs used for switching in the 
Yards. 

Judge Gober holds that the only rights 
of the Atlanta and West Pcint were ob- 
tained throught the !ease cf the belt 
line; and says that while the reople of a 
section through which a road is projected 
to pass are not, under the new law, given 
a hearing, still they have rights and 
those rights must be respected. 

Jydge Gober holds that arrangements 
can be made to do the switching some- 
where else and his order requires that 
this be done. The case was a hard 
fought ore on both sides and it is cer- 
tain it will go to the supreme court, 
which will delay the final settlement of it 
until.the latter part of the year. 


HE DEFENDED HIS MOTHER. 


Son Strikes His Father and Is Justi- 
fied in Court. 

Richmond, Va., July 15.—(Special.)—In 
‘the Richmond police court this morning 
William H. Jeffries, Jr., twenty-five years 
old and frail, was justified by Justice 
Crutchfield for striking hts father, Wil- 
liam H. Jeffries, a Seaboard Air Line en- 
gineer. In 1873 Jeffries married sixteen 
year old Ada Miler in New London, 
Conn. It was a runaway match. The 
couple have four sons. Domestic troubles 
have arisen recently. Two sons side with 
the father and two with the mother. 
Mrs. Jeffries, who had left home last 
Thursday, went back Saturday night to 
get her clothing. Jeffries started to put 
his wife out and handled her roughly, as 
her bruised arms showed. The son de- 
fended her. The son wes commended, 
while the father was fined $25 and costs 
and put under bond for twelve months.

Vienna, July 15.—Not only has Baron 
Wallberg had all his household furniture 
and effects seized and sold at public auc- 
tion for the benefit of his creditors, but 
he, his wife and their six children have 
become inmates of the poorhouse of 
Pesth, and in spite of thelr member- 
ship in the imperial family figure today 
on the money registers of the Hungarian 
capital as paupers, dependent on public 
charity. 

The baron is the son of the late Arch- 
duke Ernst by his actress-wife, who was 
created Baroness Wallberg on his mar- 
riage. This marriage was regarded in 


Austria as morganatic, and as such the

rian law, all marriages are equal. Arch- 
duke Ernst’s son was, therefore, entigled 
not only to succeed to his royal honors, 
but likewise to a considerable share of 
his property. This the imperial family 
declined to admit.

Wilkesbarre, Pa., July 15.—With 


breast the body of a suicide was found 
hanging to a tree on a farm near White 
Haven this morning. The dead man left 
a note signed Frank Lorenz, saying that 
he was tired of life, and had resolved 
to end it. He left a check for $40, which 
money he had deposited in the White 
Haven bank on Thursday. 

Sewed to the breast with silver threads 
were gold dollars and to each was at- 
tached a little chain and locket, but the 
pictures had been removed from the 
lockets. On other parts of the breast 
were several scarf pins, two breastpins 
and two cheap rhinestone studs screwed 
into the flesh. 

The work of placing the jewelry in the 
flesh had evidently been done with great 
care, for the pieces had been carefully 
arranged in order. The man had tied 
his feet and hands before kicking away 
the barrel on which. he stood when he 
put the noose about his neck.

LATTER IS KEPT A PRISONER 


Placed in Wire Netting and Guarded 
by Sentinels Because She Is 
Friendly to Boers. 


London, July 16.—Mlle. Louise de la Ra- 
mee (Ouida) has a long letter in The 
Daily News protesting against the treat- 
ment administered by the British in south 
Africa to Mrs. Cronwright. She says: 

“Tt is, I think, entirely true that Mme. 
Olive Schreiner has been transported to a 
strange place and imprisoned within a 
fence of wire netting which is protected 
by armed sentinels, stationed at inter- 
vals, with orders to fire upon any one 
attempting tao get through the netting 
to escape. 

“In this place she lives alone with her 
dog in one small room, for which she 
pays, cooking for herself and compelled 
to remain all night without any kind of 
light. Her husband is refused by the 
British authorities permission to visit her, 
although her brother is a former pre- 
mier of Cape Colony. 

‘What is her offense? Merely to have 
espoused the cause of the Boers during 
the war. * * * * Js it tolerable that for 
this alore she should be subjected te the 
indignity of isolation and be carried away 
from all she loves?’’ 


No Work at Youngstown. 
Youngstown, O., July 15.—Not a wheel 
was turned today in any of the plants 
of the American Steel Hoop Company or 
American Sheet Steel Company tin the 
Mahoning valley. The sixth district is 
the strongest numerically in the Amal- 
gamated Association, and the men are 
a unit in observing the strike order is- 
sued by President Shaffer. The steel hoop 
company has five plants in Youngstown, 
Girard, Warren and Greenville, and the 
sheet steel combine has four in Struthers 
and Niles. In this valley 7,500 men are 
directly or indirectly affected by the 
strike. The American Sheet Steel Com- 
pany’s plants in the Tuscarawas valley 
are closed down. Two end men are idle. 

At Niles, O., 1,800 men are affected.

TALKS ADOUT FINANCIAL 
CONDITION OF ISLAND 


Will Compare Favorably 
With That of Any State in the 
Union — There Will Be 
Surplus in Island’s 
Treasury. — 


New York, July 15.—Among the passen- 
gers who arrived on board today’s 
steamer from San Juan, P. R., was Jacob 
H. Hollander, treasurer of the Island of 
Porto Rico. Mr. Hollander gave out the 
following statement concerning his work 


in Porto Rico: 

“The present financial condition of 
Porto Rico compares favorably, I think 
with that of any state or territory in the 
union. The island is free from all funded 
or floating indebtedness, the burden of 
taxaticn upon its people is less than upon 
the residents of any part of the United 
States, and the insular treasury begins a 
new fiscal year with sources of revenue 
that should supply all necessary expendi- 
tures and leave a surplus large enough to 
afford security against any unforeseen 
contingency. These are the conditions 
which made it possible for Governor Al- 
len to convene the insular legislature in 
extra session on July 4th, and for that 
body to pass the joint resolution as to the 
adequacy of its present revenue system, 
which it is hoped will soon result in free 
trade with the United States. The an- 
nual expenditures of the island are about 
two million dollars, of which about one- 
half is devoted to schools and roads. 
Necessary revenues are supplied by cus- 
tom duties on goods imported into Porto 
Rico from countries other than the Unit- 
ed States by exercise taxes on alcohols, 
tobacoes and a few minor articles and by 
a direct tax of one-half per cent on real 
and personal property. Any deficency in 
current receipts will be supplied from out 
of the reserve funds of the insular treas- 
ury, of which one item alone, customs ¢ol- 
lections on Porto Rican exports into the 
United States since May 1, 19), aggre- 
gated $600,000, no part of which the in- 
sular government has found necessary 
to draw upon up to the present time.

Land Thought To Be Worthless Is 
Now Valuable. 


GREAT COPPER BEDS FOUND 


Three Doliars an Acre Considered an 
Extravagant Price for Prop- 
erty Short Time Ago. 


Raleigh, N. C., July 915.—(Special.)— 


, In Clay county on the great estate known 


as the Cunningham lands, copper has 
been discovered. The ‘land is virgin for- 
est, lying in the foot hills of the Great 
Smoky mountains, very near the Ten- 
nessee line. A great suit will result. It is 
asserted that the land which was regard- 
ed as practically worthless, and which 
bankrupted Cunningham, is now worth a 
million dollars. George Westfeldt, of 
Buncombe county, bought the _ tract, 
which was then thought dear at $3 an 
acre. The Adams heirs_and the West- 
feldt heirs are now to have a great suit 
for ownership. The Adams heirs lay 
their claim on a state grant made prior 
to Westfeldt’s purchase. A boundary 
question comes in and makes the whole 
contest hinge on the location of two trees 
supposed to have been marked when the 
original survey was made. It is claimed 
that certain marks on one of the trees 
were cut at a more recent period, to mis- 
lead. 


Troubles of a Circus. 

Indianapolis News: Chased for twenty 
miles by a dreaaful tornado, which 
plowed a furrow of destruction less than 
a quarter of a mile away; struck by 
lightning, killing a very valuable ele- 
phant, ghocking five others and blistering 
the backs and hands of half a dozen men; 
tents blown down and flooded by a foot of 
water—these were the experiences of the 
Wallace shows, of this city, last Friday, 
in northwestern Wisconsin. 

Colonel Benjamin E. Wallace, the show- 
man, who was at his home here recu- 
perating, has been receiving nothing but 
bad news from his show since Friday at 
noon, Thursday the shows were in 
Marshfield, Wis., and Friday they were 
at Eau Claire. Charles Cory, assistant 
manager, reports: 

“We have had a veritable chapter of 
horrors since last night, Thursday, in 
Marshfield. About 3 o'clock yesterday af- 
ternoon, when the weather was the hot- 
test 1 ever experienced, it began to cloud 
up, and witl"in a half hour there came a 
deluge of rain ang wind, which threat- 
ened to wash us off the lot. We came 
within an ace of being blown down, and 
it looked so bad at night that we gave a 
quick show. Everything was over by 
9:30 o'clock. It continued to grow worse. 
Just after we left the town the place was 
struck by a tornado. 

“The tornado followed us, plowing a 
furrow of destruction for twenty mi es, 
when it crossed the track a quarter of 
a mile behind us, and went south. In its 
chase after us we found a friend in our 
engineer. He saw it coming, and by 
throwing his engine wide open he man- 
aged to keep us out of danger. He 
crouched down in his cab and watched 
both ways, behind for the tornado and 
ahead for danger signals. We must have 
been going at the rate of seventy-five 
miles an hour. I never before rode so 
fast, but neither was I ever before chased 
by a tornado, 

“When we reached Eau Claire Friday 
the town was flooded, and it was 8:30 be- 
fore we got the tent up. About that time 
a bolt of lightning struck it from the 
side. It seems that the shock must have 
passed through every one of the ele- 
phants, and the German elephant being 
the last in the line seemed to get the full 
force of the stroke. Every eléphant of 
the herd. fell flat, and for a while it 
looked as if all of them were dead. The 
bicycle elephant didn’t live five minutes, 
but the others continued to breathe, and 
we got spirits of nitre, ammonia and 
whisky into them; they soon got up 
again. 

“Gypsy seems to be the worst hurt. 
The lightning knocked half of one of her 
teeth out. The shock knocked Fred Wag- 
ner and Jeff Posey flat. Parkhurst, the 
animal man, had his elephant hook in his 
hand and his hand was painfully burned. 
Others were shocked and two boys who 
were sitting upon a bale of hay had their 
backs blistered by the lightning.”’

DAMAGE DONE BY 
ELECTRIC STORM 


A Church, @ Trolley Car and a 
Residence Were Struck 


STORM WAS VERY SEVERE 


'Heavy Black Cloud Came Out of the 
West—West End Felt the Storm 
Worse — Many § Timid 
People Were Badly 
Frightened. 


The severe electric storm that passed 
cver the city yesterday afternoon sent 
hurtling bolts into a number of places, 


a trolley car. 
The storm was most severe at 
End, 
It was about 6 


West 


o'clock that a dark 
cloud arose along the western horizon 
and came rapidly toward the city. There 
were distant mutterings of thunder that 
followed fitful flashes of far away light- 
ning. As nearer came the cloud the darting 
lightning became more lurid and the roll 
of the thunder deeper and louder. A few 
minutes after 6 o'clock the storm burst 
upon the city and flash after flash of 
lightning and peal after peal of thunder 
gleamed and broke through the still. and 
sultry atmosphere. The timid sought 
places where the flashes could not be 
seen and the noise of the reverberating 
thunder was lesséned. 

When the electric storm had spent its 
fury the rain came down, cooling the air 
and laying the dust. 

Three Bolts That Struck. 

A bolt of HNghtning struck the Chris- 
tian church at the corner of Gordon and 
John streets. The slate roof on the stee- 
ple was partly torn away, but the Jam- 
age was not serious. 

Another bolt struck the residence of 
Mrs §S. M. Alexander, corner of West 
End avenue and Ashby street, loosening 
a few shingles and greatly frightening 
the family. 

A third boltvran along a trolley vire 
of the Rapid Transit company and tcre 
through a car on Central avenue, be- 
tween Glenn and Crumley streets. The 
motors were injured and the air ‘ras 
filled with an odor hike that of burning 
powder. Some of the passengers were 
frightened but no one was hurt. The car 
was stopped for quite a while. 

A peculiarity about the lightning yes- 
terday was that the light was green in- 
stead of blue. This was remarked upon 
by a number of people who were brave 
.enough to view the storm with enough 
complacency to be critical. 

About 5 o’clock qa glowering sky and 
rumbling thunder presaged the shower 
which finally materialized. It was a 
case of more bark than bite. Not a very 
heavy rain fell, though the thunder and 
flashes of lightning seemed to predict 
something unusual in thé way-of a storm.

Council Granted a Forty. Eight. 
Year Franchise Yesterday, 
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PETERS STREET VIADUCT 
MUST FIRST. BE BUILT 


Councilman Kontz Wanted the Com- 
pany To Give Special Rates 
to Working People and 
School Children at Cer- 
tain Hours. 


._ Devoid of amendments which had been 
proposed, the franchise granting the At- 
lenta Rapid Transit Company a line on 
‘Peters street to West End was passed by 
ecuncil yesterday afternoon by a vote 
of 10 to 1. The paper goes to the alder- 
‘manic board on Thursday afternoon for 
sencurrence. 

The franchise is granted for a term of 
feity-eight years, and with the express 
stipulation that not a rail is to be laid nor 
a epike driven until a contract for a pub- 
lic viaduct over the Peters street crossing 
has been signed and the street railway 
cempany files a bond for $20,000 guaran- 
teeing thut the structure is to be bullt, 
and protecting the city from damage on 
account of its construction, 

The franchise is one which the Atlanta 
Rapid Transit Company, it is understood, 
will accept. Aldcrman Welch wanted to 
afa’a three-and-a-third-cent-fare clause, 
but this was voted down, as were four 
other amendments proposed by Council- 
man Kontz. 

e councilman from the sixth ward 
wanted the company to give reduced 
_ fares to working people during certain 
hours of the morning and afternoon, and 
. to sthool chiléren. He also stood out for 
a twenty-one-year instead of a forty- 
eight-year franchise, and wanted the 
ccmpany to pay a certain per cent of its 
gross receipts to the city in lieu of & 
short-term grant. Mr. Kontz also like- 
wise vroposed to prevent the company 
from carrying freight in the city, and 
from operating anything but frequent 
echecules. 

Captain Evan P. Howell, of West End, 
_ pppeared befcre council, and in an exceed- 
ingly strong speech urged that the fran- 
chise be granted. J. R. Smith, a mer- 
chent of Peters street, opposed the grant 
on the ground thet a street car line on 
his street would injure business. 

Conditions of Grant. 

According to the franchise, the Rapid 
Transit company is to have the right to 
begin at the corner of Oak and Holder- 
rees streets in the seventh ward, down 
Oak to Peters and along Peters street 
with a single track to Forsyth street, 
where double tracks may be laid, along 
Trinity avenue to Whitehall, up White- 
hall to Mitchell, condemning the tracks 
of the Atlanta Raflway and Power Com- 
pany on that street. 

The conditions are that the grant is 
made for the unexpired term of the fran- 
chise grantsd the same company in Au- 
gust, 1899; that where the line encounters 
ard is to parallel single line of tracks of 
the other company, those iracks shall be 
moved to one side of the street that the 
two lines may be equi-distant from the 
center of the street. Also, that btfore 
the line is commenced, the company must 
submit a plan of the contemplated work 
“to the street railway committee for ap- 
proval. 

The most interesting condition incor- 
perated in the grant is contained in sec- 
tion 4. This refers to tha Peters street 
viaduct. and is as follows: 

Section 4. This grant is made on the fur- 
ther condition that no tracks thall be laid, 
and no wires strung, nor other work.of con- 
struction’ of any character, shall be begun 
on any part of said line authorized by this 
grant until a contract shall have been first 
entered into for the construction of a perma- 
nent viaduct to be completed and opened to 
the public, not later than twelve months from 
date of signing the contract for the construc- 
tion of said viaduct, over the railroad tracks 
and right of way at Peters street crossing, of 
such a character as shall be approved by the 
mayor and general council, and upon such 
terms as shall fully secure the city of Atlanta 
against all financial liabilities of every kind 
and nature for and incident to the construc- 
tion of said viaduct and occupancy of said 
street thereby; a bond in the sum of not less 
than $20,000, with a solvent surety company 
as rcurety, to be approved by the mayor, shall 
be given at the same time that said contract 


is executed, guaranteeing the faithful perform- 
ance of saii contract and saving the city of

The fifth condition is that the company 
must pay its share of the paving of the 
thoroughfares over which this line is to 
pass, that are already paved, and that it 
must pave eleven feet of the streets that 
may hereafter be paveti along this route. 
The conditions provide that when the 
Power company is made to pay a per cent 
on its gross receipts, then the Rapid Tran- 
sit company shall do likewise. 

Before the streets are opened for the 
laying of the tracks a z0od and solvent 
bond for $5,000 must be filed which wi!l 
hold the city blameless for any and all 
accidents that may occur by reason of the 
Streets being torn up. The company is 
required to file a written acceptance of 
the franchise within ten days after it has 
been approved. It must also file a bond 
for $1,500 for lHquidated damages. Lezal 
delays in constructing the line will not 
be counted against the company, and the 
Same conditions as govern other grants 
to the same company apply to this fran- 
chise. 

The franchise came from the street rail- 
way committee with a favorable report, 
Alderman Welch, however, reserving the 
right to introduce his 3-cent fafe amend- 
ment. Councilman Grady, acting chatr- 
man of the committee, moved tite adop- 
tion of the favorable report. At Councii- 
man Kontz’s request the paper was read 
the second time. Then Councilman Gar- 
rett m@éved its adoption, and Alderman 
‘Welch offered his amendment. This pro- 
vided that the company should not charge 
more than 5 cents within the city limits: 
should give transfers and three tickets 
for 10 cents on the line from the center 
of the city to the limuats. 

Mr. Welch moved the adoption of the 
amendment. Councilman Grady opposed 
it. He said the franchise as it stood 
would prove acceptable to the company, 
but that the amendment would kil] the 
line, as the Rapid Transit people could 
not and would not butld with such a con- 
dition in the grant. He said if the ton- 
dition was good for one company it was 
good for the other. He defended his po- 
sition with considerable earnestness, and 
when he resumed his seat he was ap- 
plauded by a number of the citizens who 
were interested in seeing the line built 
to West End. 


Captain Howell Speaks. 

Councilman Hill then moved that the 
rules be suspended so that Captain Howeil 
might be heard. The privilege of the floor 
was readily granted Captain Howell, who 
delivered an exceedingly strong speech in 
favor of the grant. He began by saying 
that he represented the citizens of the 
south side, who were very anxious to have 
the line. 


He declared that the effort to saddle the 
fare clause on the company was “class 
legislation of the most vicious kind.’’ He 
stated he knew that the railway company 
would do its part toward building the 
Peters street viaduct, He had been work- 
ing to that end, he said, and knew some- 
thing of the situation. Captain Howell 
considered that the Rapid Transit com- 
pany had compromised itself in agreeing 
to so many conditions which were to be 
imposed before the line was built. The 
speaker said that the object of council 
should be to feed all parties out of the 
BamMe spoon, treating all alike and with 
equal fairness. 

He said he wanted the line because he 
knew it would benefit that section of the 
city; would benefit his neighbors and 
himself. He was surprised that Alder- 
man Welch had introduced an amend- 
ment, which, said the speaker, he knew 
would prevent the building of the line if 
it was adopted. Captain Howell's speeech 
was heartily applauded. 

J. R. Smith next had a few words to 
say. He announced that he represented 
those merchants and property owners 
on Peters street who were opposed to 
street cars, as they would injure busi- 
ness on that ‘thoroughfare, he said. He 
stated that some of the signers of the 
petition for a line had done so with the 
understanding that they were to get 3- 
cent fares in the event the line was con- 
structed. 

Councilman Fincher thought the fact 
that the granting of the franchise would 
mean the obliteration of the death trap 
at Peters street crossing was one of the 
strongest arguments in its favor. Coun- 
cilman Barrett denounced the Welch 
amendment as class legislation. Ceuncil- 
man Kontz said he was in favor of short 
term grants, or in lieu of such that the 
company getting franchises should pay 
something to the city for the privilege 
granted to it. He stated he did not be- 
lieve in crippling corporations, and 
thought that 5 cents was a proper fare. 

He declared, however, that he would 
be glad to see street car companies in 
Atlanta grant special rates to working 
people between certain hours in the 
morning and during the afternoon, and 
to school children who should present 
cards from teachers suitably signed. 

Welch Amendment Lost. 

The Welch amendment was lost by a 
vote of 14 to 3, as follows: 

For amendment—Messrs. 
Welch and Pierce—3. 

Against—Messrs. Day, LaHatte, Bar- 
rett, Fincher, Rawson, Lewis, Minhin- 
nett, Terry, Garrett, Glass, Grady, Kontz, 
Longino and Hill—14. 

After the amendment was voted down 
Councilman Kontz made a long speech 
along the line of his previous remarks. 
After he had spoken awhile Councilman 
Barrett made the point that the speak- 
er’s time was out. Mr. Kontz did not 
think it courteous to throttle debate on 
a matter of such importance, and Mr. 
Barrett then moved that the council- 
man’s time be extended half an hour. 
When he had consumed this he asked for 
an additional five minutes in which -to 
round out his argument. It was granted 
by a vote of 12 to 3. 

While Judge Kontz was speaking 
Councilman Longino interrupted him fér 
a moment, and the two held a whispered 
consultation. Dr. Longino then started 
to withdraw from the meeting, but be- 
fore leaving the chamber he moved to 
adjourn until this afternoon. He ex- 
plained that he was compelled to leave, 
although he was exceedingly desirous 
of voting on the franchise. He stated 
he had asked Judge Kontz to pair off 
with him, but that the councilman from 
the sixth had declined. Dr. Longino, af- 
ter that explanation, left the room. 

Councilman Kontz then proposed his 
amendments, which were voted down 
one after another. Finally Councilman 
Grady called for the previous question. 
This shut off further debate, and the 
franchise in the same shape that it came 
from the committee was up for final ac- 
tion. Before a vote was taken Council- 
man Kontz called attention to the fact 
that no provision had been made to re- 
strict the eompany to a 5-cent fare.

Council Committees To Ascertain 
~~ Cost of Material, 


CITY 10 GET NEW ALDERMAN 


Police Reserve Matter Causes a 
Lengthy Discussion — Council 
Was in Session for More 
Than Five Hours 

Yesterday. 


The movement to substitute asphalt 
for vitrified brick in paving the White- 
hall street viaduct made itself felt dur- 
ing the meeting of council yesterday af- 
ternoon in the shape of a resolution by 
Councilman Kontz providing that the 
finance and bridges committees investi- 
gate the difference in the cost of the two 
materials and report back to the next 
meeting of council. 

The members of council all seemed to be 
heartily in favor of the change, and the 
two committees will take the matter up 
either today or in the next few days. It 
was announced that there had been some 
careful estimates made, and that the dif- 
ference in cost between the asphalt and 
brick was comparatively small. A favor- 
able report will undoubtedly be made, 

Council also passed the necessary res- 
olutions making way for the pavement 
of the business section of Whitehall street 
with asphalt. This paving is to extend 
from the south end of the viaduct to 
Windsor street, to connect with the new 
paving at that point. Bids for this work 
will be opened August Sth by the finance 
committee of council. 

A resolution condemning the present 
raving on that street was passed, and 
then the ordinance providing for the new 
paving was read for the first time. It 
will be held up fortwo weeks, and at the 
rext regular session of council will be up 
for adoption. 

During the meeting a favorable report 
6n certain physical connections asked for 
by the Atlanta Railway and Power Com- 
pany came up Yor consideration. Some of 
them had already been granted under 
separate applications, and the only one 
which had not passed was that _ fre- 
ferring to a turnout on Euclid avenue in 
Inman Park. A motion was made to 
adopt the favorable report, but Council- 
man Hill, as a substitute, moved that the 
matter be re-referred to the street rall- 
way committee. 

Paper Was Re-Committed. 

Councilman Longino stated that some 
of the track of the company at the mili- 
tary academy had been torn up for a dis- 
tance of about 300 feet. Councilman 
Grady said in that event he would be in 
favor of voting against the favorable re- 
port. By a vote of 11 to 6, however, the 
paper was sent back to the committee. 

Just before council adjourned a recon- 
sideration was taken. Councilman Min- 
hinnett stating that some of the members 
had voted under a misunderstanding of 
the case. Reconsideration was taken by 
a vote of 8 to 5. Then the favorable re- 
port was adopted on Councilman Minhin- 
nett’s motion, Dy a vote of 7 to 1, Coun- 
cilman Hill being the only one to vote 
against it. He then served notice that at 
the next regular meeting of council he 
would move a reconsideration of the ac- 
tion taken. He was joined in this by 
Councilman Fincher. 

A resolution providing that the space 
in front of No« 3 fire engine house pe 
paved at a cost of $00, to be taken from 
the contingent fund, was adopted. The 
Johnson resolution calling upon the 
streets committee to ascertain if there 
Was not some way in which the worn- 
out paving on Peachtree street might be 
restored, was referred to the streets com- 
mittee for investigation. 

The petition of the police board for 
an appropriation to purchase seventy- 
two pistols and pay for thirty-five bicycles 
for the department, was referred to the 
finance committee. A resolution suspend- 
ing the laws against pool selling in the 
city for one day, July 20th, when a race is 
to be run at Exposition park, failed to go 
through. It was announced that half of 
the gate receipts were to go to the De- 
Bray funda. 

The ordinance by Dr. Longino referring 
to 3-cent fares was referred to the elec- 
tric railway committee. The adverse re- 
port of the salary committee on the pe- 
tition of the board of health to increase 
the pay of the chief of the sanitary de- 
partment, was adopted, as was the fa- 
vorable report of’ the street committee 
that the proprietor of the Imperial thea- 
ter be granted the right to build a bal- 
cony similar to that attached to the Co- 
lumbia theater. 


Reserve Caused Debate. 


The ordinance repealing the ordinance 
which abolished the police reserve caused 
no end of discussion, and was finally re- 
ferred jointly to the police and ordinance 
committees. Several members of coun- 
cil opposed the re-establishment of the 
reserve. They stated that it would prove 
an additional hardship on the policemen, 
who, as was stated, already had very 
long hours. 

It was also stated that some of the 
members of the police board who had 
favored the measure had changed their 
minds. Several councilmen wanted the 
ordinance acted upon one way or the 
other. 

Councilman Hill's resolution providing 
for a charter amendment so that there 
should be an alderman from each of the 
seven wards was adopted, as was the 
resolution by Alderman Pierce that the 
site of the old city stables in the north- 
western part of the city be turned into 
a park. 

Councilman Rawson introduced a res- 
olution providing that no one should 
be allowed to build private soniteriums 
or hospitals without first receiving per- 
mission from the mayor and general 
council. Applications to build such in- 
stitutions shall be filed with the wutla- 
ing inspector, who must 
quainted with all the details of the enter- 
prise. Failure to observe the require- 
ments of the measure will be punished 
by a heavy fine or imprisonment. The 
paper was read twice and adopted. 

Council remained in session vesterday 
from 3 o'clock in the afternoon until af- 
ter 8 o’clock last night. There were a 
number of motions to adjourn, but they 
were withdrawn as often as made. Coun- 
cilman Lewis was one of those who fa- 
vored adjourning until this afternoon to 
complete the business of the session.

pany. At the end of the first year it 
was to be determined whether the entire 
list of mills controlled by the Carnegie 
Company should employ union labor or 
whether non-union men should be en- 
gaged. The story of the proposed absorp- 
tion, however. leaked out before the time 
Wags ripe, and it is understood that the 
struggle with labor was precipitated a 
year earlier than it was expected to oc- 
cur on that account. 

‘It was said by men of high stand- 
ing that since the fight has started it 
will be to a finish, and that the result 
will be that the United States Stee] Cor- 
poration will be union ridden or that the 
life of the Amalgamated Association will 
come to a violent end with the comple- 
tion of this strugegle.”’ 


IRON MOLDERS QUIT WORK. 


Many Machinery Establishments To 
Close Down. 

Chicago, July 15.—Members of the iron 
molders’ union in Chicago struck today 
and many of the machinery establish- 
ments that have been running their mold- 
ing departments despite the strike of ma- 
chinists may have to close down or yield 
to the demands of the men. Officials 
of the union estimate that between eight 
hundred and one thousand men will be 
involved. The international officials of 
the union endeavored to prevent the men 
striking. 

But they voted almost unanimously to 
strike unless $3 a day was granted. This 
the company today refused to pay. 


NO MORE CONFERENCES. 


General Manager Gannon Answers 
Knoxville Merchants. 

Knoxville, Tenn., July 15.—(Special.)— 
A committee of Knoxville merchants have 
received a telegram from General Man- 
ager Frank S. Gannon, of the Southern 
railway, stating that the striking ma- 
chinists will not be given another confer- 
ence, his decision at the conference held 
in May having finally disposed of the 
machinists’ demands. This telegram came 
in answer to a petition from these mer- 
chants, asking Mr. Gannon to bfing the 
strike to a close by settling with the ma- 
chinists. The merchants committeemen 
state they will now await the results of 
the movement in Atlanta for another con- 
ference between Mr. Gannon and the ma- 
chinists. 


LONDON AFRAID OF STRIKE. 


Bankers Rather Chary About Loan- 
ing on Steel Stocks. 

London, July 15.—There was consider- 
able gossip in the city today concerning 
United Steel stocks and rumors that Lon- 
don bankers had taken a stand against 
them and were refusing loans on them. 
Denials of the reports were made in some 
quarters, including J. P. Morgan's bank- 
ing houses, but others said loans on these 
stocks could be had only with great diffi- 
culty and where the individual seeking 
the loan had good personal credit. 

Lord Rothschilds said to a representa- 
tive of the Associated Press: 

“There is no discrimination against 
Tnited States Steel corporation or other 
American stocks. It is simply a business 
matter here that bankers do not advance 
large amounts on any class of stocks 
alone. If a man came to me and asked 
for £50,000 on one lot of stocks I would 
not give it to him. I should require sev- 
eral different lots of securities. The 
financial situation here, not excluding 
consols, depends entirely upon the United 
States. If you send over good prices we 
will keep the:. up, but if you are as per- 
sistent sellers as you have been today you 
cannot expect London to go on buying. 
The financial situation in Germany is all 
right; everything depends on the United 
States. J. Pierpont Morgan placed £15,- 
000,000 of stocks here. They have gone 
down considerably and it cannot be called 
surprising if the London market is de- 
spondent, but there is no real anxiety, nor 
likely to be a panic or things of that 


sort. 


“IT expect the situation in the United 
States—the drought, bad crops and the 
possible results of the strike—to be ex- 
aggerated. Settle your strike and ar- 
range your rallroad difficulties and you 
will find London as willing as ever to 
support American securities.’ 

What Another Banker Says. 

New York, July 15.—The Evening Post 
says that cables received by foreign bank- 
ing houses in this eity today said that 
in London there was great difficulty in 
obtaining loans on United States Steel 
Corporation shares. One of the best 
known foreign bankers in the city said: 

“Tondon bankers have never done quite 
the same thing before. Their attitude is 
wholly new, I think, so far as American 
stocks are concerned. Some time ago 
they declined to loan on mining shares, 
but under the circumstances that refusal 
did not’ amount to much. It must be 
remembered, however, that London has 
not the facility of New York's call loan 
system, and that whatever funds are 
tied up at this settlement day must hold 
over the fortnight. For.this. reason, they. 
are naturally disturbed at the strike news 


and the apparent uncertainty of the sit- 
uation. But the discrimination, what- 
ever it is, may not last long. After the 
flurry is over, and the heavy drop in the 
price of steel shares (part of which has 
been already made good) is over, affairs 
will be adjusted. Again, London has had 
her hands full all along without provid- 
ing a market for these foreign securities, 
so that the hitch is not unnatural. Then, 
too, London bankers never require a mar- 
gin on loans, letting the brokers have 
full value of the collateral offered, so that 
when a ‘drop’ occurs around settlement 
day consequences are always apt to be 
embarrassing.”’ 


TALK WITH JOHN WILLIAMS. 


Says Arms Is Mistaken in Statement 
He Made. 


Pittsburg, Pa., July 15.—Secretary-treas- 
urer John Williams, of the Amalgamated 
Association, today said: 

“In an interview in this morning’s pa- 

pers Mr. Arms is reported as saying that 
the manufacturers insisted on protecting 
the non-union men in the non-union 
plants, many of whom do not want to 
become union men. I hardly think that 
Mr. Arms would make a statement of this 
kind, as his past record has always been 
one of fair dealing with the Amalgamated 
Association. No one Knows better than 
Mr. Arms himself that if the barriers 
were torn down from the non-union mills 
We could organize them all inside of two 
days, 
“This has been demonstrated by the 
voluntary closing of all plants of the 
American Steel Hoop Company. The on- 
ly reason that the manufacturers gave 
that the previous conditions should exist 
was that they were afraid the Amalga- 
mated Association would attain too great 
a power, and it was necessary that they 
themselves hold the balance of power. 

“The manufacturers are refusing us the 
right that they exercised themselves in 
forming the combination. They used 
force in some instances, it is believed, in 
securing some of the plants now in their 
company. We do not propose to coerce 
men into joining our organization, but 
merely ask for recognition, and I am cer- 
tain the men now at work in non-union 
mills will voluntarily and gladly join our 
association.”’ 


HOTTEST FOR YEARS IN BERLIN 


Number of Persons Die of Sunstroke. 
Thunderstorms Reported. 
Berlin, July 15.—The weather today 
was the hottest known in Berlin for sev- 
eral years. A number of persons died 

of sunstroke. 

Violent thunderstorms are reported in 
various parts of the country, and there 
was an enormous cloudburst at Potts- 
dam. Two men and many cattle were 
killed in the Harz mountains by lght- 
ning. Several houses were burned and 
one man killed by lightning near Nien- 
burg. At Hersenberg and Wurtembur 
the crops have been half ruined by hail, 
and they have been badly damaged in 
other sections. 


Trans-Mississippi Congress. 

Cripple Creek, Col., July 15.—The 
twelfth annual meeting of the Trans- 
Mississippi congress will open here to- 
morrow and about 1,000 delegates from 
every western state and territory, as well 
as Hawaii and Alaska, will be in attend- 
ance. Six hundred delegates are already 
in the city. Among those attending will 
be the governors of Kansas, Nebraska, 
Minnesota, Idaho, Arizona and Okla- 
homa. 

Matters of importance to the west will 
be considered. The Interstate Missis- 
sippi River Association will also meet 
here during the week.

ATLANTA, GA., July 16, 1901. 
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The Case of Mr. Thurber. 

Several years ago a commercial con- 
vention in session in the city of At- 
lanta was treated to an essay from 
the pen of Mr. F. B. Thurber, of the 
city of New York. 

In that labored document Mr. Thur- 
ber went to much pains to decry the 
business integrity of the south. There 
was a want of recognition of obliga- 
tion, a readiness to resort to politics 
against “superior business methods” 
and an absence of that sterling finan- 
cial quality of meeting every obliga- 
tion to be found only in the favored 
regions which had the honor of giving 
birth to Mr. Thurber. The Constitu- 
tion took ‘occasion at the time to as- 
gure Mr. Thurber that he was greatly 
mistaken; that integrity was not a 
Matter of sectional alignment, and 
that the average man in the south 
would go as far to perform an obliga- 
tion undertaken as any one that ever 
lived. Nevertheless, the New Yorker 
held on to his charge, by virtue of his 
metropolitan residence, while making 
a modified exception. 

Now the time has come when Mr. 
Thurber must give some personal ac- 
count of what constitutes business 
probity. He is charged with disposing 
of property in 1892 and 1893 in order 
to defraud his creditors, who now seek 
to set aside the transfer and assign- 
ments which he made at that time. 
It was understood that it was in order 
to forestall these creditors that Mr. 
Thurber went into vuiuntary bank- 
tuptcy. The plaintiffs contend that 
the bankruptcy should not affect their 
action because it was laid in fraud. 

In the document nied the charges 
made against Mr. Thurber are much 
more sweeping than those he was able 
to make against the merchants of the 
south. It is averred that in ‘1892 Mr. 
Thurber conceived the scheme of con- 
tinuing to live in a luxurious way rc- 
gardless of his insolvency, and to hold 
himself out as a man of wealth and 
yet make such conveyances of what 
property he had, sc tnat he would re- 
main in the eyes of the world as the 
owner.” It is further declared that 
he “fraudulently invended to hinder, 
delay and defraud parties who, after 
said conveyances were made, relying 
upon his continued possession of such 
premises and his continued appear- 
anco of great wealth, should extend to 
him credit.” ; 

Ali in all Mr. Thuroer seems to have 
about as much as he can do to attend 
to his own credit at present, and to 
leave the merchants of the south to at- 
tend to theirs, which they are fully 
able to do. 
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Can Carrollton Afford It? 


The Constitution has already told 
the story of the defense of a prisoner 
by Sheriff Merrill, of Carrollton, as 
well as the subsequent developments 
by which Mr. Looney J. Fletcher was 
thrown out of employment. 

Mr. Fletcher is the son of Georgia 

rents, born and raised in the neigh- 

rhood in which he has spent his life. 
His record as a man of integrity had 
won for him the esteem of the busi- 
ness men of Carrollton, and there was 
no place within their gift to which 
he did not have the right to aspire. 
In a critical moment, when infuriated 
people, forgetful of their duty to the 
law, attempted to commit a wrong, 
Mr. Fletcher answered the call of law 
and stood by the sheriff in defense of 
: the state of Georgia. It will not do 
to minimize the fact by saying that he 
resisted a mob seeking possession of 
‘a prisoner. He did more than that. 
When the sovereignty of the state of 
Georgia, through her sworn officers, 
was attacked, the duty of good citizens 
was to their state. Mr. Fletcher per- 
formefi that duty, and for doing so de- 
serves the plaudits properly belonging 
to men who have upheld the flag. 

That there should have been feeling 
following this unfortunate event was 
not to be wondered at; but that a 
man who had performed his duty to 
‘his state should be thrown out of em- 
ployment. because of his patriotism is 

understanding. The mob of the 
moment might be excused for what it 
did, but for the deliberate act of peo- 
ple when they arrive at a stage of de- 
liberation they must be held responsi- 
ble. Are the people of Carrollton will- 
fing that they should be known 
throughout the United States as boy- 
cotting a citizen for upholding law? 
Are the business men of Carrollton 
ready to have it proclaimed to the 
¢ynion that a law-enforcing citizen can- 
a procure employment from them? 
© doubt Mr. Fletcher will be em- 
ployed. He will find those abroad who 
will recognize the merit of his work, 
but the question is. Can the citizen 
of Carroliton afford to let this man 
gecept work from strangers because 
they will not give it to him them- 
selves? We feel assured that if the 
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business men of Carrollton’ will but 
consider this subject a moment they 
will not allow the fact to go upon 
record that a citizen was forced from 
their midst for the simple act of stand- 
ing by the law of his state. 

If Carrollton should fail in this duty, 


appeal should be made. Are the busi- 
ness men of the state of Georgia pre- 
pared to have it go upon record that 
such a citizen cannot procure empioy- 
ment? The answer to this question 
need not be awaited. Mr. Fletcher will 
secure employment {fn Georgia as a 
reward for his fidelity to law; but 
again the question must be asked, Are 
»the business men of Carrollton pre- 
pared to leave to strdngers that vin- 
dication. which they should furnish 
themselves? 
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Fighting the Cities. 


One of the contradictions of life is 
the intensity with which people living 
in the country esteem it to be thrir 
duty to oppose those living in fhe city. 

When it is recalled that the city is 
but a resuli or a crowning of rural ef- 
fort, and that those who carry on the 
business of the city are the sons of 
men living in the country, this con- 
tention assumes a phase difficult of ex- 
planation. It was referred to at the 
meeting of the Illinois Bar Associa- 
tion the other day, when Judge Tuley 
said: “There is jeajousy and fear of 
Chicago throughout the state outside 
of Cook county, and every member of 
the convention selected from those 
districts would think himself in duty 
bound to do all he could to tie up Chi- 
cago.” This declaration was brought 
out by a discussion as to whether a 
state constitutional convention should 
be called, in commeutung upon which 
The Chronicle says: 

This fact was demonstrated in the late 
legislature, which almost adopted a con- 
stitutional amendment partially disfran- 
chising Cook county in future legislatures. 
This hostile feeling down the state against 
the commercial metropolis and the best 
matket for every farm product is unex- 
plainable. Chicago is the best municipal 
and commercial friend of all the people 
of Illinois from Waukegan and Galena to 
Cairo. There is no cause for sectional 
enmity against Chicago, but the fact is 
as it is, and the voters of Chicago would? 
be supremely unwise to vote for a consti- 
tutional convention which might adopt 
“ripper” ordinances taking away the 
most valuable rights which they now 
enjoy. 

This is a condition which is not con- 
fined to Chicago, but which enters into 
public affairs elsewhere. The effect 
of such feeling is tu timit the ability 
of the people themselves to do busi- 
ness, since the cities are but the cen- 
ters of their own superabundant en- 
ergy. 
ing should exist, but that it does it is 
impossible to deny. 

The extent of this antagonism is 
widespread, as shown by Hon. John 
W. Bookwalter, of Ohio, who has 
been studying conditions in Europe. 
Mr. Bookwalter spent the greater part 
of his time living among and closely 
studying the peasantry, and he is thor- 
oughly eonvinced that a crisis is immi- 
nent between the urban and rural pop- 
ulation of the world. In the rise of 
the price of grain he sees the begin- 
ning of the struggle uz tne agricultural 
element against the concentrations of 
capital in cities. “This movement,” 
he believes, “‘will commence in Ameri- 
ca, where the economic conditions are 
inferior to those of Germany and 
France, especially the latter, which, 
he maintains, is the soundest country 
in the world, owing to the distribution 
of wealth between the agrarian and 
metropolitan classes.”’

the Creator has imposed upon her. 

This is a very serious charge, in- 
volving a moral question lying at the 
very root of human progress. The 
Transcript should not allow it to pass 
without refutation. A newspaper so 
ready to find fault with the south 
should not hesitate to defend its own 
people. 
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No Use for the Negro. 

It is a sfgnificant fact that when- 
ever large bodies of negroes go north 
to find work they find their most bit- 
ter enemies among those who parade 
themselves as friends. 

Are we to have a repetition of the 
scenes of Pana and ur Virden in Penn- 
syivania? The question is asked se- 
riously. 

A few days ago several contractors, 
exercising their right of employing 
American labor, took gangs of colored 
men to Philadelphia. The contractors 
had the work to give and were willing 
to pay so much for it. American citi- 
zens, colored though they be, accepted 
this work upon the terms proposed, 
and in the exercise wer their constitu- 
tional rights proceeded to fulfill their 
contracts. Why this fact should have 
created alarm is hard to see, but as 
indicating the true state of public feel- 
ing, The Philadelphia Press heralds 
the coming of these men as a great 
danger. Lacking the courage to edito- 
rially denounce the colored workmen, 
it does the next most effectual thing, 
and that is to present their coming in 
double leads and display heads as 
though they were a band of outlaws 
from Senegambia or some other dis- 
tant place. Thus we have it across 
three columns: “An army of south- 
erners brought to Philadelphia to build 
filter plants.” “Contractors ignored 
numbers of citizens able and willing to 
do the work.” 

Were not the men employed equally 
citizens and equally entitled to accept 
employment? This question The Precg 
glosses over. Then comes the infa- 
mous suggestion to riot and bloodshed 
when it says in bold black type: “Col- 
ored and Italian voters of the down- 
town wards forgotten by the machine.” 
What is the suggestiun “to the colored 
and Italian voters of the down town 
ward” toward the intruders whose 
coming is so heralded? It is plain

It is a mistake that such a feel- | 


roughs, The Press ‘vill have to bear 
the blame of inciting the struggle. In 
carrying out the comparison so as to 
make the newcomers as odious as pos- 
sible it is stated that this army is 
“composed of negroes and a few Ital- 
ians,” that they are to be poorly paid, 
that even “the overseers are from 
cities in the south, all of them talking 
a dialect which is in itself proof they 
are from Dixie land, aua none of them 
have any idea of what Philadelphia 
is.” Then to stir up the local. toughs 
against the workers, The Press goes 
on to describe that ‘*this condition has 
become known to the colored and Ital- 
ian voters of the city. Down town 
yesterday a great deal of indignation 
was manifested by machine workers 
of this class, who, while they have 
faithfully gone to the polls and fol- 
lowed orders, have-never received the 
work which they sought as recom- 
pense.” 

But we have not yet reached the 

great fear felt by The Press, which is 
thus expressed: 
“What is feared most by the colored peo- 
ple of the city is that those who have 
Leen brought here WILL NOT RETURN 
HOME WHEN THEIR WORK IS FIN- 
ISHED. It is said that colored labor is 
already a drug on the market here and 
that hundreds are out of wcrk. The work 
that is now being done at the filter plants 
does nct reauire more than ordinary 
ability; it dces not call for skilled labor- 
€rs, and almost any colored man out of 
work could do it, and that is one of the 
reesons ths importations have caused 
anger. 

What strange reacing this makes! 
The Press, which fis so concerned 
abont the welfare of the colored man 
in the south, now that he threatens 
to visit Philadelphia, turns upon him 
and fears that he “will not return 
home” when his work is finished. Have 
they not the inalienapie right to go to 
Philadelphia in hundreds and in thou- 
sands if need be, so song as they are 
willing to work and behave them-. 
selves? Why should there be raised a 
hue and cry against the American citi- 
zen of color because, aecepting as true 
the declarations of such papers as The 
Press, they seek empioyment even in 
the exclusive city of Philadelphia? 
This is but another incident proving 
the insincerity of those who are fof- 
ever ready to incite the negro to trou- 
ble in the south, but who are never 
themselves ready to give him employ- 
ment. In the columns of The Boston 
Transcript there may be found lamen- 
tations about abandoned farms in Mas- 
sachusetts, but never an invitation to 
the southern colored man to come up 
and enjoy the fatness of the land. All 
of their sympathy is of the far-away 
variety, intended for people at a dis- 
tance, but not intended to break up 
the precious exclusiveness by which 
they would hold themselves aloof from 
the vulgar colored man. 


Suggestion to Mr. Carnegie. 

Mr. Andrew Carnegie has made a 
disclosure to the world which calls for 
sympathy and consideration. 

He has declared that the man who 
dies rich dies disgraced, and in order 
to avert this disgrace he has been 
doing his best to get rid of his accu- 
mulations. He finds several difficulties 
in the way. In order to make his 
gifts effective they should not encour- 
age vagrancy, idleness nor have a 
tendency to lessen the opportunity for 
others to do good. In other words, 
while he gives he must give prudently 
as well as freely. 

The latest from Mr. Carnegie is that 
notwithstanding the liberal gifts which 
he has made, he is still burdened with 
a trifle of $275,000,000, which he is 
anxious to dispose of on such terms 
as will do the most good. Now the 
question is how is he to get rid of this 
money? 

We would venture a little suggestion 
to Mr. Carnegie. Hitherto he has con- 
fined his gifts to libraries. Why not 
widen the scope of his benevolence? 
The cities of the land are besieged 
with appeals from likely gentlemen 
for franchise gratuities. Their insist- 
ence is so great that councils forget 
the taxpayer and make the present. 
Our sugestion is that Mr. Carnegie 
should relieve the situation by plac- 
ing the seekers for gifts upon a pen- 
sion roll so that they need not longer 
engage in the unseemly scramble for 
property rightly belonging to the tax- 
payers at large. 

In this way Mr. Carnegie could be of 
great benefit to the general public and 
his name would be held in veneration 
for many generations to come.

Danville,;Ill., July 13.—Two miles away 
from the ¢ity and connected with it by a 
line of eléctric cars is a branch of the 
National /Home for Disabled Volunteer 
Soldiers. Its beautiful location and im- 
posing groups of costly buildings have 
been the boast of Danville ever since 
its foundation three years ago. During 
the last few days, however, the citizens 
have had occasion to look on the prox- 
imity of this institution with mingled 
feelings. 

Last Wednesday was pension day, and 
over 2,000 old soldiers at tne home were 
paid their allowances for the last three 
months. Since the hour these checks 
were received hundreds of veterans, ap- 
parently determined to trample under 
foot the sentiment of affection with 
which they have been everywhere re- 
garded, have roamed in drunken and dis- 
orderly crowds about the streets of Dan- 
ville, assaulting residents, destroying 
property,’ and beating and being in turn 
beaten and cruelly maltreated by thugs 
and thieves, who make low grogshops on 
Vermilion and Main streets their head- 
quarters. 


Scores Are Arrested. 

A hundred of them have been arrested 
on various charges, and one, Enoch Wil- 
liams, an old resident of Danville, after 
carousing with several of his old com- 
rades, Thursday morning shot and killed 
a fruit vender with whom he had quar- 
reled. He is now about to stand trial] 
for murder. 

For two nights and days the police 
have been kept busy, and patrol wagons 
have filled the city jail to overflowing: 
Hundreds of the soldiers were taken back 
to the home so intoxicated that they 
could not assist themselves, and a great 
majority of these have spent or been 
robbed in a few hours of every cent of 
their pension money. 

Families on the outskirts have been 
driven out of their homes, windows and 
goods on the main thoroughfares have 
been destroyed, and there have been in- 
numerable fights. Whatever has been 
done in the attempt to check these 
things has been done by the police un- 
aided. As far as can be ascertained by 
the local ‘authorities no effort whatever 
has been made on the part of the gov- 
ernor of the home or his assistants either 
to reprimand or to check the veterans, 
The attitude of those having in charge 
the work of the institution seems to indi- 
cate that they look on the outbreak as 
something to be- endured and forgiven. 

Drinking by Guards. 

It is true that soldiers with tin stars 
of authority have been stationed as 
guards at the entrance to the grounds, 
not to prevent men going out in the first 
place, but to keep them inside after they 
have returned intoxicated. Many of 
these guards have been under the influ- 
ence of liquor. 

The manner in which the veterans have 
overrun the town since Wednesday has 
set the people here wondering whether 
they are to expect occurrences of the 
same kind whenever pension day comes 
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round. The number of inmates of the 
home is growing rapidly every month, 
and the improvements planned show 
clearly that before another year is over 
it will be the largest institution of the 
kind in the country. This is why the 
residents of Danville are seeking to as- 
certain what methods, if any, are em- 
ployed to keep the men under control. 

The shortest cut to an answer to this 
problem lies in the statement that the 
drunken men who have infested the 
streets since Wednesday have nearly all 
finished up their carousals at the can- 
teen, situated in the cellar of one of the 
big barrack buildings, without any ap- 
parent effort of the authorities to punish 
them. Several have gone to the hos- 
pital; most of the others are getting over 
their debauch as best they can in the 
grounds of the institution or on their 
cots in barracks. 

Restraint Is Lacking. 

There is not anywhere in the home a 
single set of posted rules or regulations 
governing the conduct of the men, and 
it is the open boast of many of the in- 
mates that after having been dismissed 
from other homes all over the country 
they have come to this place to find 
themselves practically without any 
check. Dozens of them make no secret 
of the fact that they continually take 
advantage of the lenity of the governor, 
i Colonel Isaac Clements, U. 8. A., to 
abuse his confidence in every possible 
way. 

Most of them have blanket passes that 
permit them to absent themselves from 
the home at all times of the day 
and night without risking punishment, 
the only stipulation being that they shall 
answer to their names at _ inspection 
every Sunday morning. 

Colonel Clements is not under any de- 
lusion about the character of some of 
the veterans he receives in the home. 
“There are lots of them,” he said, ‘“‘who 
are nothing but tramps. They fill out the 
creases in their stomachs and then walk 
out of the gates to pull up maybe with 
the approach of winter either here again 
or in some other home.” 

Canteen Rules Broken. 


If, as the governor had expected, more 
of the inmates had remained to do their 
drinking at the canteen instead of visit- 
ing the outside saloons, it Is hard to see 
how they would have been accommodat- 
ed. The canteen is in the cellar of bar- 
rack “F,” and ever since pension day 
has been crowded to the doors with men 
in every stage of intoxication. Yesterday 
afternoon eighty-five men were counted 
in the place, and thines were about as 
lively as they are in any big beer hall. 

It is the rivid rule in most of the na- 
tional homes that no man shall be served 
with more than two drinks within certain 
specified times, some running to twenty- 
four hours. At Danville there is a sort 
of verbal rule, or rather a tradition, that 
no man who is intoxicated shall be served 
with liquor. He can reach this stage 
in the canteen, but after he has got to it 
cannot be helned beyond it. Even this 
rule is continually broken. 


Canteen Is Crowded. 


The canteen, lit by gratings from the 
level of the path above, has a long bar 
counter, with a floor of concrete made 
with graded gutters that carry away the 
flood of slush and beer tailings with 
which it Is continually covered. The bar 
counter runs the whole thirty feet length 
of the place. Half of the floor space is 
filled with round tables. 

Yesterday a throng of old men, all 
wearing the faded blue untform and for 
the most part carrying their eanes, filled 
this basement from one end to the other. 
hustled one another on the steps leading

down into it and indulged in a coytinuous 
drinking bout. Three bartenders were 
kept busy every moment filling orders 
and handing out huge glasses of beer. 
There were no waiters. The veterans, 
or those of them able to do such duty, 
Staggered about, taking the liquor to 
their own particular groups. White- 
headed old soldiers, weak and maudlin, 
sat at the tables and drank steadily. 
Three lads, ‘veterans’ of the Cuban 
campaign, showing every evidence of ro- 
bust strength, but housed here through 
the “pull” of politics, were standing 
against a wall sineing tipsy songs. 


Whisky Smuggled In. 


“One of the greatest evils with which 
we have to contend is the smuggling of 
whisky into the grounds. It is brought 
in not only by attendants, but by the 
soldiers, who sell it to their comrades. 


| Rigid precautions are taken to prevent 


this, but with the blanket leave granted 
it is naturally impossible to check the 
tarffic. 

“I know of one case where one of our 
inmates has lately been tending bar in 
one of these groggeries for $2 a day. being 
employed by the nroprietor for the pur- 
pose of bringing trade to his establish- 
ment.’’ 

Mr. Auer did not know whether any 
steps had been taken to punish this sol- 
dier or not, but his corporal, who was 
present, added: “Why, if a thing like 
this had occurred in any other home in 
the country the man would have been 
dishonorably discharged in five minutes. 
There are hundreds of cases here all the 
time that soldiers would be thrown out 
for in any other branch.” 


Some Old Offenders. 


The chaplain nodded his head In silent 
approval and went on to say: 

“There is one man in this institution, 
an old soldier and a former Chicago de- 
tective, who has told me/repeatedly that 
he has recognized among the soldiers here 
several who have been under surveillance 
by the Chicago detective department for 
years. Most of them have also recognized 
him and have gone to him and begged 
that he would not speak of them to the 
authorities. 

“The Danville saloen keepers get our 
men in their clutches tn every possible 
way. One of them came to our treasurer 
here the other day with a great bunch 
of printed orders for money that the 
men had signed. The treasurer ignored 
the demand and turned the money over 
to the soldiers, but the saloon keeper 
got every cent that had been signed for 
and more in addition. I understand from 
reliable sources that the saloon men have 
now perfected a scheme by which they 
sell bundles of drink tickets to the men, 
who sign away their government vouch- 
ers for them long before pension day 
comes around.” 

The chaplain had no remedy to sug- 
gest. All through his conversation his 
tone was anvthing but hopeful. 

Boast of “Snap.” 


It fs not necessary to go far in search 
of evidence to prove that thg Danville 
home has among its inmates a great 
many men who have been discharged 
from other branches. The soldiers them- 
selves confess it and add that they have 
a “snap” in comparison with the rigid 
supervision exercised over their con¢égst 
elsewhere. Here is what one of them 
has to say: 

“Most of the scum that’s been ‘fired’ 
from other homes drifts in here, I guess 
because the word has been passed round 
that things are easy. How do 1 know? 
Well, I'm one of the scum. I’ve been tn

Proposes Resolution Which Will 
‘Effect the Mooted Fran- 
chise Problem, 


SEEKS: 10. HAVE THE 
CITY'S CHARTER AMENDED 


Recorder Broyles Gets a Month’s Va- 
cation—Franchise Matters Rel- 
egated to Heel of Ooun- 
cil Sessiohs—Claim 
Ordered Paid. 


Alderman George Y. Pierce during the 
meeting of council yesterday afternoon 
introduced a resolution which, if adopted, 
will have a sweeping effect upon the 
franchise situation in Atlanta. It will 
put an effectual end-to the mooted ques- 
tion of what public utility concerns are 
due the city for past or future favors. 

The Pierce resolution proposes to 
amend the charter so that the.city may 
levy either an occupation tax or a tax 
based upon gross receipts upon all corpo- 
rations which are now or may hereafter 
be operated by virtue of franchises grant- 
ed to them by the city government. 

Alderman Pierce believes that his meas- 
ure is the onlvw proper way in which to 
get compensation for franchises and val- 
uable rights that are parceled off to 
corporations that realize handsomely on 
their holdings. He is enthusiastically in 
favor of collecting a tax on franchises. 

The Pierce resolution seeks to have the 
city charter amended by the general as- 
sembly so as to enable the city, through 
the mayor and general council, to make 
reaSonable levies. It provides that the 
ordinance committee and the city attor- 
ney shall prepare the necessary charter 
amendment, which, In turn, is to be pre- 
sented to the legislature with the request 
that the same do pass. 

The Pierce resolution was presented 
yesterday toward the heel of an exceed- 
ingly lengthy session of the city councnh 
and was referred to the ordinance com- 
mittee and city attorney at the request of 
its author. The report is to be rendered 
at the next session of councfl. : 

Alderman Pierce’s proposed ordinance 
is one of the most important that has 
been introduced in rgvuncil for a long 
time. It is apropos fust at this time, 
when all sorts of plans are being suggest- 
ed by which the city Is to derive some 
benefit from the valuable franchises that 
are being sought. 


Alderman Pierce’s Resolution. 


The text of the Pierce resolution is as 
follows: 


Be it resolved by the mayor and general 
council, That the ordinance committee, with 
the city attorney, be directed to prepare an 
amendment to the charter of this city which 
will enable the mayor and general council to 
levy, in its discretion, either an occupation 
-tax, or a franchise tax, or a reasonable tax 
based upon gross receipts, upon all public 
utility corporations exercising privileges of 
franchises, granted by said city to occupy 
either the streets, space over the streets, or 
space under the streets, of this city; the ob- 
ject of this measure being to render in some 
degree a reasonable compensation to this city 
for the use of its avenues by such corpora- 
tions. 

Said committee will report such amendment 
as it may deem proper, conferring the above 
mentioned powers upon the city of Atlanta, 
at the next session of the general council; 
and such amendments, when adopted by the 
mayor and general council, to be gresented to 
the legislature of this state for enactment 
at its coming fall session. 


Alderman Pierce Talks. 


After the introduction of the resolu- 
tion Alderman Pierce was seen by a re- 
porter of The Constitution. Dr. Pierce 
stated that he had already given the 
matter considerable study of late and 
felt convinced that his résolution was 
one which, if carried out, would be in- 
strumental in getting for the city a large 
revenue from corporations that are op- 
erated under franchises given to them by 
the city. 

“I feel certain,” said Dr. Pierce, ‘‘that 
this is the only feasible way in which to 
get for the city what she is justly en- 
titled to. This 3-cent fare clause is all 
very well in ita way, put I believe my 
resolution will accomplish more than any 
measure or plan that has as yet been 
suggested. I have given the matter a 
great deal of thought, and think that 
this is the only proper way in which to 
proceed to get something for the city 
from the public utility concerns. 

“T also feel certain that if the matter 
is brought to the attention of the legisia- 
ture this fall, favorable action wil!) be 
taken in regard to it. I have talked with 
a number of people who take a deep 
interest in such matters, and have been 
assured that my plan is along the right 
line. I am enthusiastically in favor of 
being able to get returns for the city in 
this manner.”’ 

The resolution will come up for consid- 
eration and report at the next meeting 
“of the ordinance committee, which’ will 
doubtiess occur the latter part of this 


oe week or the early part of next. 


Recorder Gets Vacation. 


During the meeting of council a resolu- 
tion, introduced by Councilman Barrett 
and providing that Recorder Broyles be 
gramted a vacation for one month, was 
unanimously adopted.

BIG REWARD OUT 
FOR JACOB DU VOSS 


Coffee County Criminal Must Evade 
Many Searching Parties. 


GOVERNOR OFFERS $200 


With the Reward Already Up the 
Total Goes to $350. 


THE STORY OF A ODASTARDLY CRIME 


Du Voss Slew Charles McKinnon, 
Then Robbed Him—Negro Shot 
at His Own Wife. 


Governor Candler yesterday issued a re- 
ward of $200 for the arrest, with evidence 
sufficient to convict, of Jacob du Voss, 
the negro charged with the murder of 
Charles McKinnon. The reward was re- 
quested by the county commissioners of 
Coffee, the county in which the crime 
was committed. 

McKinnon was slain by a bullet from 
a winchester rifle on July 9th while at 
work in his field. Du Voss, the negro 
who fired the shot, was also at work 
in a neighboring field. The mule pulling 
du Voss’s plow suddenly became obstrep- 
erous and unmanageable, and the negro, 
evidently losing his temper, reached for 
his gun and shot the animal through the 
head. He then turned, and, seeing 
James and Charles McKinnon at work 
nearby, opened fire on them. James Mc- 
Kinnon turned and fled, while the bullet 
aimed at Charles McKinnon, a nephew 
of James, took effect, killing him in- 
stantly. 

Du Voss’s crime did not end there. 
He proceeded to rifle the pockets of the 
dead man, taking all the money and 
other valuables he could find. He then 
went to his home and his wife, knowing 
of his crime, remonstrated with him, 
whereupon du Voss turned his gun on 
the woman and fired at her, but missed. 
The negro made his escape at once, and 
a@ posse made up of more than a hun- 
dred outraged neighbors of the 
dead farmer went in hot pursuit, 
but to no avail. The impression 
prevails in Coffee county that 
du Voss succeeded in making his escape 
to the turpentine camps in Florida. 
James McKinnon, the governor was in- 
formed,. has deposited $126 in the bank 
of Douglas as a reward for the capture 
of the negro. 

On receipt of the petition for a reward 
from the county commissioners of Coffee, 
the governor did not hesitate; but agreed 
at once to advertise a reward of $200. 
This, with the amount already placed 
in bank by James McKinnon, makes a 
total of $350 outstanding for the capture 
of du Voss. 

Officials in communication with the 
chief executive stated that the crime, 
or series of crimes, committed by du 
Voss were the most dastardly and out- 
rageous ever heard of in that section of 
Georgia. 

A number of detectives from Savannah 
and Jacksonville are now at work on the 
case and hope to land the negro before 
many days have passed.

The supreme court will probably ad- 
journ for the summer on August list, ren- 
dering decisions before that time on prac- 
tically all cases now pending. 

The decision was made public yesterday 
that the court would consider alj of tne 
twenty-eight criminal cases filed prior to 


‘yesterday morning at 9 o’clock, except 


such of them as require oral argument. 
Fully one-half of the twenty-eight will 
require ora] argument, and these will go 
over until October lst. The omer bear- 
ing on this subject is as follows: 

It is ordered that all criminal cures 
set for argument on the 15th instant 
be argued by briefs to be filed in the 
clerk’s office not later than 9$ o'clock 
a. m. of that day, at which time said 
cases will be called in their order on 
the docket. Dvery case in which briefs 
for the plaintiff in error have not been 
filed as herein reqttred, or in which 
costs are due and unpaid, wiil then 
be dismissed. 

On the first Monday in October next. 
any of said cases may be rear ied 
orally, provided counsel in their 
briefs, duly filed under tlris order, 
shall make request for such reargu- 
ment. 

The criminal docket for the present 
term having been closed on the 6th in- 
stant, criminal cases hereafter filed 
are returnable to next term, and will 
be heard on the third Monday in Oc- 
tober next, @as prescribed by the twen- 
ty-second rule of this court. 

The justices have been closely confined 
with the business of the court for two 
months, and are looking forward with 
scme degree of pleasure to the summer 
vacation. A great dea] of work is yet 
ahead of them. as they intend to clear 
up practically all the business of the 
March term and a large number of cases 
remain to be decided. ‘ 

Since the criminal docket closed on July 
6th, the criminal cases now being heard 
would, in the natural order of things, 
have gone over untjl the third Monday in 
Cctober. Twenty-eight of them had uac- 
cumuiated, however, and the court Ce- 
cided to take-up such of them as oral ar- 
gument was not asked for.

After the fish are planted 
eash season there will be nothng to do but 
to wait until harvest time. By a little 
diplomatic advertising water farmers may 
persuade city”“men to spend their vaca- 
tions on the lakes as assistants during 
this harvest season. Houseboats on the 
water farms would be ideal places of 
residence during the hot months. 

It is estimated that the fisheries of the 
United States produce food of the value 
of $45,...,000 every year. As soon as the 
water farming industry has a good start 
Wisconsin will be able to add millions 
to this amount. If the calamity howler 
cannot find anything worse to pronhesy 
about than the water farm, this state 
can pursue daily its business pursuits 
without any fore ings.

Telling the Depth of Water. 

New Orleans Times-Democrat: “River 
men have but little trouble telling how 
deep the water is if they know the 
stream and its habits,” said an old 
steamboat captain, “and if conditions 
are normal they can tell it by the sur- 
face indications—by the ripple of the 
waves. Streams, of course, have their 
erratic moods, just as men do, and when 
they are in this condition the river man 
would be at a disadvantage in estimat- 
ing the depth of the water at a given 
point. -The course of the currents may 
for some reason be violently diverted, or 
the wind may be up, or some other con- 
dition may prevail that would tend to 
throw a fellow off. But under ordinary 
circumstances it is an easy matter for 
the river man to tell just how deep the 
water is, and he does it by watching the 
play on the surface. ‘the waves do the 
measuring for him. The shallow water 
wave flattens somewhat, but it is more 
violent,. more erratic in its movements 
than the wave you find playing on the 
deep water surface. The deep water 
wave is heavier and more sluggish, for 
the reason that the torce whicn causes 
the wave scatters more rapidly, passing 
on to a further depth. This fact means 
a great deal to the pilot who finds him- 
self in a stream that is new to him. If 
there is a good, stiff current it is an easy 
matter, of course, to keep in the chan- 
nel. But the boat passing up stream 
does not move so rapidly it put against 
the current, so dead water becomes de- 
sirable. 
it may be deep, or at least deep enough 
for the purposes, and in this event the 
man who is steering the boat will seek 
to throw the vessel out of the current 
and give her smoother sailing. Here is 
where the value of close observation of 
waves will come in. If the pilot can 
judge with sufficient accuracy the depth 
of the dead water by surface indications 
from his watch tower he will enjoy a 
big advantage. Hence the waves fre- 
quently stand him in good stead by serv- 
ing as a sort of yard-stick with which 
he may measure the depth of the water, 
and thus save much time and much fuel, 
and still plow around the bars and the 
shallow places in perfect safety.’’

CHANGE OCCURRED YESTERDAY 


Life on Trolley Car Was More At- 
tractive Than a Still Hunt 
for Dirt. 


Some men are born great, others 
achieve greatness, while there are many 
who have greatness thrust upon them. 

James M. Donehoo, formerly janitor at 
the city hall, pleads guilty to the third 
count ‘of the above indictment. 

Naturally of a retiring nature, Dame 
Fortune has so manipulated the cards 
of recent years as to cause Janitor Done- 
hoo’s name to be spread upon the scroll 
of fame in living letters of gold. 

But it is a sad story. As janitor at 
the city hall Donehoo is non est. He 
has resigned. With tears in their eyes, 
a quaver in their voices, the members 
of the public buildings and grounds com- 
mittee of council have accepted the res- 
ignation. 

Josiah Johnson has been elected to suc- 
ceed the famous janitor. Donehoo’s res- 
ignation was filed with the mayor on 
last Saturday, but the committee having 
charge of the janitor’s position decided 
to take no action until yesterday morn- 
ing. Accordingly a meeting was held at 
10 o’clock, when Donehoo stepped down 
and out, and Johnson stepped in. 

Donehoo’s official life at the city hall 
for the past few years has been one of 
events. Incidentally, it is said, he has 
done much to promote the galety of na- 
tions. He it was who sought to discover 
the invisible dividing line between the 
dominions of the city hall and the Ma- 
sonic hall on the third floor of the cham- 
ber of commerce building. His decision, 
however, was overruled by the public 
buildings and grounds committee, the 
middle of the first flight of steps being 
approved as the limit of the city’s terri- 
tory. 

Several days ago Donehoo harkened to 
that still small voice in his midst which 
suggested a life on the trolley car. The 
janitor decided that he would like to be 
a motorman. While working temporarily 
in that capacity his car leaped the tracks 
on Piedmont avenue, crossed the street, 
tore down part of the fence and entered 
the exposition grounds. Donehoo escaped 
without a scratch, but others on the ob- 
streperous car were less fortunate. 

Thereupon Donehoo came to the con- 
clusion that a motorman’s life was not 
just what he craved. In the meantime, 
however, the committee learned that he 
was the man who tried to leap a seven- 
foot fence with a trolley car, and an in- 
vestigation was immediately begun. But 
the janitor submitted his resignation, so 
there was nothing left to do but accept 
it and appoint his successor. 

Donehoo still clings to the opinion that 
a life on the rails is the only proper 
existence, and it is to be expected that 
he will yet wear the uniform of a con- 
ductor. He wouldn’t be a motorman.

New York, July 15.—There has been no 
improvement in the general demand at the 
opening of the week, and business has been 
quiet in all departments. The tone of the 
market is unchanged and prices remain steady 
throughout, 


W. B. Small & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, July 1!15.—Considering the num- 
rain reports that were in circulation 
this morning, the market ruled much steadier 
than had been expected, In many sections in 
the southern and in some sections of central 
Texas rains were reported. The actual pre- 
cipitation was in no case in excess of half 
an inch, as reported by the Washington author- 
ities, and what was more, predictions for to- 
day and tomorrow were for fair weather in 
the southwest. Liverpool broke sharply en 
the rain reports, but later recovered to about 
Saturday's prices. This increased the disap- 
pointment in some quarters of the market 
with prices opening 8 to 10 points lower. 

Later in the day a recovery of the loss took 
place, selling orders became more general 
during the advance and shortly after noon 
prices broke about 6 points. Whether the 
selling was for professional account here or in 
New Orleans was in doubt, but there seemed 
to be nothing more in the movement than 
pressure in the absence of support. After 
selling down to 7.71 for October that month 
worked back to 7.74 with a very little busi- 
ness to change prices, Concerning the general 
situation the net result of the weather devel- 
opments since Wednesday last seems to be 
that a generous rainfall has taken place in 
southwestern Texas and at some points in 
the central part of the state. Denison, in the 
northern part, reported a cloudburst, but in 
the other states west of the river and in Ten- 
nessee. parts of Mississippi and Louisiana, 
there has been no relief. A radical change 
in the market cannot be expected until a 
radical change of weather is forthcoming. But 
on the other hand, the approaching bureau 
tomorrow noon is awaited with interest, and 
a great many holders sold cotton on the ad- 
vance this morning prepared to buy back to- 
morrow in case no additional rains of im- 
portance were reported and the bureau view 
would warrant such a proceding, as the mar- 
ket is about the high point of the season. 
Profit taking has been more popular for the 
past two days, but there seems to be nothing 
in the outlook to warrant short selling. The 
market is strong. 


Hubbard Bros. & Co.’s Weekly Cot- 
ton Letter. 


New York, July 12.—The trade is watching 
the weather conditions in Texas with consider- 
able anxiety, and the absence of a wide- 
spread rainfall causes apprehension and some 
surmise that the crop may have suffered in- 
jury. or is at least in a condition where a 
continuance of drought would inflict uite 
serious damage. Few buying orders come from 
the south, when the outlook should be the 
clearer if the probabilities of damage were 
considered great, but the trade here has be- 
come very apprehensive and the market re- 
flects the passing temper of the local inter- 
est, as showers are reported or are not. With 
the underlying apprehension advances are more 
easily made than declines and the market is 
very narrow. The plant is undoubtedly hardy, 
the condition having produced a growth capa- 
ble of vigorous development if the rains now 
favor, and it is that fact which prevents a 
more general buying, as the reports of the 
possibilities of injury have been widespread 
and persistent, and cannot have been without 
effect. Briefly, it is a weather market, with 
the crop somewhat backward, but with a sea- 
son sufficiently early to have the outlook 
speedily cleared by propitious conditions. 

The dullness which has marked the bust- 
ness recently has been intensified by the un- 
certainty of the trade regarding the July de- 
liveries, and the holdings in that month have 
been very materially reduced. With consider- 
able cotton pointing this way—and to be ten- 
dered, curiosity has been much excited as to 
the ultimate tendency of that position—and of 
August, and with the gradual liquidation of 
the July deliveries, its price has slowly re- 
ceded, keeping however still at a substantial 
fremium. The trade is mystified at the poet- 
tion and awaits further developments. With 
the dwindling of the market to small pro- 
portions comes advices of a decreasing trade 
in cotton goods, a quiet Manchester and dull 
spot markets. 


Southern Exchange Cotton Letter. 


New York, July 15.—Opening prices on cot- 
ton futures were to 8 points below Satur- 
day’s closing figures, which was barely due 
to reports of rains in the northern portions 
of Texas and weaker cables, Liverpool not 
following our oon of Saturday, futures 
being down | 2-64d; spots unchanged; 
sales 7,000. Following the call the earlier 
reports of rain in Texas was strenuously de- 
nied, and large buying orders were received 
from New Orleans and elsewhere. Prices ad- 
vanced | to 3 points above Saturday’s final 
figures before it was checked. The weather 
map showed light rains at Galveston and Pal- 
estine, with the balance of the state dry and 
hot. In the late trading realizing was re- 
eponsible for recessions in value, and the mar- 
ket closed | to 7 points net lower. 


Murphy & Co.’s Cotton Letten 


New York, July 16.—A good deal of uncer- 
tainty prevailed this morning as to the Texas 
rains. vernment and other telegraphic 
sources reported fair rains at Palestine and 
Galveston early in the day and showers yes- 
terday at Houston. Some Texas points were 
cloudy and the Sunday night forecast failed 
to materialize anything of consequence, put 
they sufficed to call a halt at Liverpool, where 
the trend was lower after a higher start. 
Denison, Tex., reports also came in claiming 
effects from the rain last week, 
while Missouri reports were gloomy. Some 
army worms in Alabama and unsatisfactory 
reports came in from South Carolina. In some 
portions of Alabama they need rain badly.

New York, July 1!5.—The decline in Liver- 
pool was due to the reports of rain in Texas, 
which in turn had a depressing influence here. 
After the decline a demand for the covering 
of August deliveries advanced the entire mar- 
ket, and sales of January against the pur- 
chases were inadequate to offset the demand, 
The market remains a weather one, more 
rain being required to change the bull feeling. 


THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, July 15.—Today’s stock market 
was a striking illustration of a favurite Wall 
street sphorism that the expected never hap- 
pens. Continved lHiquidation and violent de- 
clines in prices was looked for, but the first 
smashing blow done to the market by the 
accumulation of gelling orders over Sunday, 
which were executed almost simultaneously 
when the president's gavel fell, made the low 
prices of the day. There was gradual but 
continued recuperation during the whole of the 
remainder of the day, except for some fresh 
recessions at the close, when room traders 
were taking their profits on the day’s rally. A 
scrutiny of the day’s dealings revealed some 
net losses, but also several sharp net gains, 
while the sharpest losses at the opening were 
reduced to unimportant proportions or entirely 
wiped out. The natural inference from these 
events ir that a considerable portion of the 
selling which was necessitated by the un- 
favorable developnent of the labor situatton in 
the steel trade was effected this week, while 
reassuring opinions were being doled out to the 
public of the extreme improbability of the 
dispute reaching the open issue of a strike. 
But the uninitiated outsiders with United 
States Steel holdings undisposed of made not- 
able demonstrations this morning in their ur- 
gent attempts to unload, only to find that in- 
sidegs were prepared to support the market 
and accept their offerings. A considerable part 
of the liquidation fn the steel stocks came from 
London, where, in fact, deolines below New 
¥York parity of 4% YF United States com- 
mon and for the preferred had been re- 
corded before the opening here. The New 
York prices did not get as low as those for 
London, but the extreme opening decline for 
the common was 4% on running sales of 20,- 
000 shares and of the preferred 5 points. Spec- 
ulative Wall street, which has been imbued 
with a theory that a care for the United 
States Steel stocks was the ultimate object of 
practically all the movements on the stock 
market that have occurred since these stocks 
were issued, showed extreme alarm over the 
violent slump in the stee) stocks and saw 
Visions of a catastrophe. It soon became evi- 
dent, however, that whatever preparations 
had been necessary to enable the friends of 
the United States Steel stocks to withstand 
the pressure upon them had been made last 
week. The relief afforded by last week's 
liquidation was an !mportant factor in today’s 
resiliency of all stocks. The large portion 
of the cash received from the interior last 
week by the banks is reported to have been 
for the purpose of the restoring impaired mar- 
gins on stocks. In this connection it ts wor- 
thy of note that the Chicago premium on 
New York exchange fell from 25c last week to 
5c today. The rally in the market was very 
feverish and erratic until the opening prices 
in the corn market disclosed the weakness of 
that cereal on the prospects of rain in the 
corn belt. The continued weakness of corn 
was an influential factor in the sustained re- 
covery of stocks. The opening declines in the 
leading Grangers, Pacifics and Southwesterns 
reached from 3 to 5 potnts, Union Pacific lead- 
ing. Elsewhere in the list the losses ran va- 
riously from | to 4 points. The recovery in 
United States Steel stocks was not s80 sus- 
tained as elsewhere, the common closing 3% 
lower on Saturday and the preferred 2%. 

The railroad bond market was not so acute- 
ly affected as stocks, and showed some gains 
in the late trading.

1-16, the lowest since 1{875, 
when 3 per cents were quoted at 91%. The 
tap was turned off in the afternoon with the 
result thet there was a recovery to 91%.

Another depressing influence was the action of 
the Brighton raflway in declaring a dividend 
of 2%, as against 34%. This is the first of 
the British railways to take such a stand, and 
is regarded asa criterfon of what may fol- 
low with othér companies 

The stock market was very sick. American 
shares were de lized and spasmodic. They 
opened flat and grew worse until the New York 
opening, which was equally disheartened. Near 
the end there was a rally of 2 points in the 
case of Union Pacific, Atchison and other 
leaders. ‘There is some difficulty in carrying, 
the general rate being 5 the home issues 
paying 7%. The chief feature was United 
States Steel Corporation, in which many trad- 
ers were refused settlement facilities. Others 
had to reduce their commitments by half. 
There is vague talk of trouble. Steel common 
gold down to 36 and closed at 39%, the pree 
ferred touching 88% and closing at 90%. The 
rally was due to a message, said to be from 
Mr. Morgan, that a settlement of the strike 
was hoped for in 48 hours 

The Bank of England has bought £190,000 
gold in Egypt. 

Money is scarce, the market being unable to 
repay the half million due the bank and bor- 
rowing a million besides.

New York, July {5.—The steel strike, an: 
nounced over Sunday, brought a great many 
operators from out of town, and what with 
declines in London created a market. The 
opening was of a very ragged character, 20,- 
000 shéres Steel common came out, declining 
4% points, while rails were slashed right and 
left in a very flerce way with declines ex- 
tending through the balance of the list. Brok- 
ers acting for Mr. Keene we heavy buyers, 
extending strong support. eene said that 
the strike would not be lasting and only have 
a temporary effect om the steel securities, 
Shorts covered in a lively fashion, sentiment 
changing very quickly, being helped mate- 
rially by improved weather conditions in the 
west with a good sized decline in the Chicago 
grain market. A better tone prevailed, ac- 
companied by more confidence, and as a result 
a number of operators were in quite a cheer- 
ful mood and disposef to work on the bull 
side. Money loaned from 4 to § per cent late 
in the day, being offered at 4%. The banks 
gained $225,000 from the sub-treasury. 
Stocks were accumulated in a wholesale fash- 
jon on the early slump. Arbuckles cut refined 
grades of sugar 10 points. 


Murphy & Co.’s Stock Letter. 


New York, July 1§.—There was a very 
weak and demoralized opening in the stock 
market thfs morning.
